RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


Battle Studies, by Col. Ardant du Picq (The Mac 
millan Co.: New York). This is a French military 
classic, known to every French army officer, and is re- 
ferred to as an established authority in such works as 
Marshal Foch’s The Principles,of.War. It is now trans- 
lated by Col. John N. Greely and Major Robert C. Cot- 
ton, U.S.A. It contains a lettem from Marshal Foch to 
Major Gen. A. W. Greely, U.S.A., complimenting him 
upon his son’s translation of Colonel du Picq’s work, the 
author of which, the Marshal says, was “the exponent of 
moral force, the most powerful element in the strength 
of armies.” Colonel du Picq was killed in France on 
Aug. 15, 1870, by a shell from a Prussian gun. The book 
is divided in two parts, with appendices. The first part 
treats of ancient battles, of man in primitive and ancient 
combat, the military successes of Hannibal and Caesar, 
analysis of ancient battles, the subject of morale in an- 
cient battle, how real combatants are obtained and how 
the fighting of to-day requires them to be more depend- 
able than in ancient battle. In the part devoted to mod- 
ern battle there is a general discussion of combat meth- 
ods, the part taken by Infantry, Cavalry and Artillery, 
with sections on command, general staff and administra- 
tion and social and military institutions. The appen- 
dices include a memorandum on Infantry fire and one on 
historical documents. Such an authoritative work as 
this will be read with interest by military men every- 
where. 

: Introduction a |’Etude de la Guerre Sous-Marine, by 
Captain of Corvette A. Laurens (Augustin Challamel: 
Paris, France). The author, who is a distinguished 
French navy officer, was chief of the information ser- 
vice concerning the direction of French submarine oper- 
ations during the World War, and is now chief of the 
historical section of the French naval board of strategy. 
The present work is a succinct history of the submarine 
operations, chiefly those of the French navy, during the 
war, which are recorded, month by month, from the dec- 
laration of war until the armistice. It is dividéd ‘into 


four parts, the first of which considers the political and 
economic phases of the period mentioned, the second the 
actual service operations of the submarines, the third 
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the measures of defense taken by the French Ministry 
of Marine, while the fourth is statistical. Although in- 
teresting, especially to naval strategists, it reveals noth- 
ing that is not already generally known concerning the 
subject considered. 

Highland Light and Other Poems, by Henry Adams 
Bellows (The Macmillan Co.: New York). Many of 
these, which are on various topics, have appeared in 
magazines. 

Japan and the California Problem, by T. Iyenaga and 
Kenoske Sato P. Putnam’s Sons: New York). 
While the greater part of this work is devoted to the 
Japanese problem in California, yet it also considers 
Japan’s Asiatic policy, Japanese emigration, the causes 
of anti-Japanese agitation, and also nationalism and 
assimilation. In their general conclusions the authors, 
who are Japanese, as their names indicate, believe that 
the solution of the Japanese problem in California rests 
upon these basic principles: that Japan’s grievances 
should be redressed and meet the wishes of the United 
States; that it should be fair to Californians and also 
fair to Japanese residents, both aliens and foreign born.

Oregon Agricultural College. 


The eighth annual military tournament of Oregon 
Agricultural College, Corvallis, Ore., was held in the 
armory of that institution on May 3, and was the most 
elaborate and complete affair of the kind ever held there. 
Major Morris J. Herbert, U.S.A., on duty with the R.O. 
T.C. unit of the college, was in charge and arranged a 
very interesting program. ‘This included a tableau in 
which cadets representing United States troops of for- 
mer and present times appeared, a flag drill by 200 
girls of the college, mounted tug-of-war between Cavalry 
and Field Artillery units of the corps competing, the for- 
mier winning; bayonet drill, wall scaling in which Engi- 
neer, Infantry, Cavalry and Motor Corps Transporta- 
tion teams competed, the Engineers winning; mounted 
wrestling between Field Artillery and Cavalry teams, 
the former winning; machine gun contest between In- 
fantry, Motor Corps and Engineers, the Infantry win- 
ning; jumping contest between Cavalry and Field Ar- 
tillery teams, decision going to the Cavalry; a rescue 
race between Cavalry: and Field Artillery, the latter de- 
feating its competitor; an equipment race between Engi- 
neers, Cavalry and Infantry, in which the Engineers 
carried off the honors; a musical chair ride, in which the 
Cavalry won over the Field Artillery; and an exhibition 
of bridge building by the Engineers, in which attack 
and defense was illustrated. A simulated battle on the 
campus followed at night, and was witnessed by more 
than 5,000 persons. The Field Artillery unit won 
the Partello cup, offered by Lieut. Col. J. K. Partello, 
U.S.A., on duty with the R.O.T.C. unit, for the highest 
number of points made at inspection and at the tourna- 
ment. The various units were inspected during the 
afternoon by Col. N. M. ‘Falls, U.S.A., officer in charge 
of R.O.T.C., 9th Corps Area. On April 30 the first 
annual paper chase between the Field Artillery and Cav- 
alry units of the R.O.T.C. was held in the hills west of 
the campus.

Chicago High Schools R.0.1.0. 

The annual inspection of the R.O.T.C. units of the 
Chicago Public High Schools, twenty-three schools com- 
prising the unit. was concluded May 7, having occupied 
six days. Brig. Gen. FE. A. Helmick, Chief of Staff, head- 
quarters 6th Corps Area, was so interested in the or- 
ganization that he spent two days making a personal in- 
spection of nine schools. He expressed himself as be- 
ing well pleased with conditions. The entire inspection 
was concluded by a large parade in Michigan avenue. all 
of the 5,300 cadets in the unit participating. Col. Wil- 
liam D. Chitty, U.S.A., and Major H. M. Nelly, U.S.A.. 
officers in charge of R.O.T.C. affairs, headquarters 6th 
Corps Area, completed the inspection. accompanied by 
Capt. F. L. Beals, U.S.A., P.M.S. & T. in the Chicago 
publie high schools. 

The R.O.T.C. junior unit of the Chicago Public High 
Schools is to participate in a military tournament at 
Riverview Park, Chicago, on June 2 and 3. The Chi- 
cago Tribune has offered a flag as a prize to the best 
drilled company and there are three prizes for competi- 
tive drills, open to regularly organized companies. The 
Association of Commerce has offered a cup for a com- 
petitive review. Rivalry between the twenty-two bands 
in the unit has been greatly increased by the offer of a 
cup for the best band, made by Mr. Edwin 8S. Davis, 
president of the Board of Education. These tournaments 
have been a feature of the Chicago unit for four years, 
the large cadet corps previous to the introduction of the 
R.O.T.C. having set a precedent for them.

U. of Washington R.O.T.C. Visits Fort Worden. 

The annual week-end-encampment of the Coast Artil- 
lery unit of the R.O.T.C. at the University of Wash- 
ington was held at Fort Worden, Wash. April 29 to 
May 1, inclusive. Through the hearty co-operation of 
the coast defense commander of Puget Sound, Col. John 
I. Hayden, C.A.C., and Col. Henry M. Merriam, ©.A.C.. 
fort commander, the organization was transported by 


Government boat from Seattle to Fort Worden, fur- 
nished with necessary bedding, quartered in a separate 
barracks and messed with the Regular companies. The 


trip was very successful and beneficial. Friday vafter- 
noon was devoted to instruction and an inspection of 
certain elements of coast defense at the fort. That eve- 
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ning lectures were given by Col. H. T. Matthews and 
Capt. L. J. Bowler, C.A.C. Saturday morning was used 
for instructing the unit at the guns, in the plotting room 
and observing stations of a 10-inch gun battery. The 
unit, under its cadet officers, conducted an artillery drill 
at this battery in the afternoon and was able to do all 
the work incident to identifying and tracking the target, 
calculating ranges, loading the guns and simulating the 
firing of the same in 41 seconds. Instruction followed 
in the Coast Artillery war game and firing with a Stokes 
trench mortar. A searchlight drill at night was one of 
the features. Due to the interest taken by the Infantry 
and Air Service units at the university, the encampment 
was opened to them and instead of doing artillery work, 
they participated in field problems and firing with the 
automatic rifle, machine gun and trench mortar, as well 
as making a tour of inspection of the fort. The detach- 
ment was commanded by Major W. D. Frazer, C.A.C., 
assisted by Major Edward B. Dennis, C.A.C., and Capt. 
Keith S. Gregory, U.S.A., retired. 
Purdue University R.O.T.C. 

The Purdue University Field Artillery R.O.T.C. unit 
was inspected on May 3, 4 and 5. The inspecting party 
on May 3 consisted of Major Gen. George W. Read, com- 
manding 5th Corps Area; Col. R. J. Fleming, Cav., in 
charge of R.O.T.C. affairs; Lieut. Col. James C. Rhea, 
Gen. Staff, assistant chief of staff, and Capt. Joseph W. 
Vann, C.A.C., aid. After the facilities for military in- 
struction were inspected the entire corps of 1,014 cadets 
was assembled on Stuart Field for mass calisthenics. 
The sophomores then gave exhibitions of wall scaling 
with machine guns, competition between two crack 
motorized gun sections, and signaling. In the afternoon 
a formal review and inspection was held which was wit- 
nessed by the entire university. Half the sophomores 
were inspected in field equipment, and pitched a shelter 
tent camp. The other half formed a motorized battalion 
of two batteries with all details. The freshman regi- 
ments were reviewed dismounted. A group of sopho- 
mores demonstrated topographical work. The motorized 
battalion carried out a field problem, being given to a 
senior cadet officer who proceeded with its solution. A 
group of students built a bridge in eight minutes. In 
the evening a representative group of the faculty, includ- 
ing President W. E. Stone, tendered General Read and 
his party a dinner. General Read expressed himself as 
highly pleased with the work being done by the R.O.T.C., 
and also was gratified to learn that every cadet officer 
of the senior class desires to accept a commission in the 
Ofiicers’ Reserve Corps. Col. L. T. Richardson, Gen. 
Staff, who arrived for an informal inspection, also at- 
tended the dinner, and during the succeeding two days 
inspected the regular classroom instruction. Purdue Uni- 
versity has no other unit than Field Artillery and is 
the only motorized unit of that arm. This institution 
was designated by the War Department as “Distin- 
guished College” in 1917 and 1920. The unit is at pres- 
ent under charge of Major R. G. Kirkwood, F.A., who 
has as his assistants Majors L. R. Cole and J. H. Wal- 
ary Capt. F. W. Bryant and Lieut. H. C. Floyd, all

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IMPORTANCE OF THE REFEREE IN POLO. 


To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

There is one feature about polo that is not given seri- 
ous enough consideration by clubs and players in this 
country; that is, the all important duty of selecting a 
referee that understands the playing rules and does not 
hesitate to enforce penalties when they are violated. A 
good referee will do more to advance polo, to make 
clean playing, and to lessen accidents than any other 
factor. A referee should be just as carefully selected in 
practice games as for tournament play. It is during the 
former that new and young players appear; it is here 
that if wild and dangerous riding is not stopped it will 
develop and be carried into tournament games, and it 
is here where the referee can be most useful. Inexperi- 
enced players not penalized for dangerous violations of 
the rules form the habit of taking chances. 

Polo is a gentleman’s game; there should never be 
occasion for ill feeling or bitterness between opponents. 
The referee’s decisions should be accepted without re- 
mark or argument. I spent six weeks in London with 
a team from Coblenz in .1920,,and had opportunity to 
observe closely the best players as they played on the 
best fields in the world. London is the home of polo, 
and the English players take it seriously as they do all 
their sports. They always select their referees from 
players or ex-players of long experience, who do not hesi- 
tate an instant to penalize a player for violations of 
rules. Result; no time is lost, no questions asked, and 
during my entire stay I never saw an accident although 
the play was hard and fierce. 

The War Department spring tournament has just fin- 
ished; the refereeing was the best I have ever seen in 
this country. To Lieut. Col. H. N. Cootes and espe- 
cially Major C. L. Scott, I think great credit is due. 
There may be some feeling about the number of fouls 
called, but I dare say there was not one that any player 
on second thought would call unjust. I hope that in 
future tournaments such referees will be selected for 
the good of the game, that referees will not let personal 
feeling influence their decisions, that they will not -hesi- 
tate to adjudge penalties where in their official opinion 
a rule of the game has been violated.

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PAY OF PETTY OFFICER, U.S.C.G., 1917-1920. 


A case involving the question of pay of a petty officer 
of the Coast Guard was argued by Mr. George A. King, 
of King and King, before the Court of Claims in April 
and decided by that court May 16, 1921, in an opinion 
by Judge Hay. It involved the rate of pay due to a 
yeoman in the U.S. Coast Guard. 

The Commandant of the Coast Guard in his original 
table of ratings submitted to the Secretary of the Navy 
shortly after the passage of the act of May 22, 1917, 
classified a yeoman in the Coast Guard as corresponding 
with aichief yeoman in the Navy.. This classification’ was

in the Coast Guard was rated as corresponding only to 
a yeoman, first class, in the Navy. The testimony clearly 
established to the satisfaction of the court that the duties 
of a yeoman in the Coast Guard corresponded in all es- 
sential respects to those of a chief yeoman in the Navy 
and the court decided accordingly. 

A number of decisions in cases arising under the 
Navy Personnel act of 1899, both of the Court of Claims 
and of the Supreme Court, are cited by the Court of 
Claims in support of its decision. It is held that when 
Congress provided that these rates should be paid “dur- 
ing the continuance of the present war’ the meaning was 
that they should be paid from the beginning of the .war, 
April 6, 1917.

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CAVALRY EQUIPMENT CHANGES. 
Discard of the Pannier. 


The Cavalry Board has recommended the discontinu- 
ance of the issue of the pannier, the wooden chest in 
which have been carried various tools and equipment in- 
cluding horseshoers’ and saddlers’ tools and certain vet- 
erinarian instruments and supplies for emergencies in 
the field. The pannier is considered too unwieldy and 
most of the equipment it has contained will be carried 
in two rolls on the saddle. 


Cavalry Replacing Combat Wagons and Rolling Kitchens 

Combat wagons and rolling kitchens will not be in- 
cluded in War Department Circular No. 134, which in- 
cludes equipment special to the Cavalry, now being re- 
vised in the office of the Chief of Cavalry. The discon- 
tinuance of the use of this equipment is recommended 
because they are unable to keep up with the movement 
of the Cavalry, and are too subject to breakage occa- 
sioning delay. As a substitution for the rolling kitchen 
the Thomas pack cooking outfit will be used, which is 
a development of Lieut. Col. Charles O. Thomas, jr., on 
duty with the 12th Cavalry, stationed at Del Rio, Texas; 
and the combat wagon is to be replaced with the escort 
wagon. 





Limit of Pack Loads to 200 Pounds. 

The Cavalry Service is making strenuous efforts to 
limit all pack loads, including the pack saddle, which, 
in itself weighs nearly seventy pounds, carried by any 
pack animal assigned to a Cavalry unit, to 200 pounds. 
This maximum does not apply to Quartermaster Corps 
pack trains. Heretofore there has been no definite policy 
with respect to the weight of pack loads and it is be- 
lieved greater uniformity will work for the betterment 
of the Service. 
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CAPTAIN BONHAM’S LONGEVITY APPEAL GRANTED. 

The application of Capt. Francis G. Bonham, U.S.A., 
for revision of the action of the Auditor in disallowing 
his claim for longevity pay for 31 21/30 months, being 
the equivalent in length to the period of his service as a 
cadet from Aug. 29, 1914, to April 19, 1917, was al- 
lowed by the Comptroller in a decision dated May 6. 
The Auditor ‘disallowed this claim on the ground that 
such service Was tnder an appointment as a cadet to 
the U.S. Military Academy made after Aug. 24, 1912, 
an act of that date prohibiting the counting of cadet’s 
service toward the length of service of any officer of the 
Army. Captain Bonham was appointed to the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy June 14, 1912, and discharged therefrom 
Dec. 26, 1913. A private act of Congress, approved 
June 24, 1914, authorized the President “to reappoint” 
Francis G. Bonham as a cadet at the U.S. Military 
Academy, this action being the result of an investiga- 


tion conducted by the Senate and House Committees on 
Military Affairs. Captain Bonham was graduated in 
1917. In reversing the action of the Auditor the Comp- 
troller says: “I am of the opinion that the word ‘re- 
appoint’ as used in the private act .. . has the 
force of the word ‘reinstate’ and that it was the intent 
of Congress that claimant’s entire services .. . in 
the Military Academy should be counted as having been 
rendered under the original appointment made June 14, 
1912. . . . The whole history of this case tends to 
show that Congress intended to place this claimant in 
his former state as a cadet and his honorable record as 
an officer shows that a mistake was made in not permit- 
ting him to finish his course of studies and training under 
the original appointment.”

Navy Rapro CoMMERCIAL SERVICE TO Far East. 
Commercial radio communication by Navy radio be- 
tween the United States and Indo-China via Hawaiian 
Islands and Philippines was inaugurated May 1. The 
provisional agreement arranged between the government 
of French Indo-China‘ ‘and the Naval Communication 
Service provides that \the mew commercial service will 
consist of the radio; eommunication across the Pacific 
via the United States naval radio stations at San Fran- 
cisco, California, Pearl Barbor, Hawaiian Islands, 
Guam and Cavite, and the French radio stations at 
Saigon and Hanoi, in Indo-China; Cavite communicat- 
ing with the French stations named. Tests have been 
carried out by the stations and the results of these tests 
indicate that the service should prove satisfactory.

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(GIENERAL PERSHING ON PREPAREDNESS. 

In an article on “Preparedness” in the Army Recruit- 
ing News of May 14, Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., 
says: “In discussing preparedness it should be remem- 


bered that our traditions are opposed to the maintenance 
of a large standing army. Our wars have practically 
all been fought by citizen soldiery. But- we have per- 
sistently failed to train our citizen soldiers in time of 
peace and have waited until war was upon us before 
making any move to that end. While recognizing the 
principle that every citizen may be called as a soldier, 
we have never emphasized the obligation of the indi- 
vidual to prepare himself to serve his country. Yet it 
is a debt to the country that falls upon all of us. From 
a purely military standpoint our policy should provide, 
first, a permanent military establishment large enough 
to guard against military attack; second, a force suffi- 
cient to meet our international obligations, particularly 
on the American continent; third, such a force as may 
be necessary to meet our internal requirements; fourth, 
a trained citizen reserve organized to meet the emer- 
gency of war. In a reserve Army it should be pointed 
out that there is great necessity for a large number of 
thoroughly trained officers, not only for the combat troops 
but for the various staff corps and departments includ- 
ing the General Staff. These officers should be very 
carefully tested and, depending upon his qualifications, 
each should have a definite assignment to some particu- 
lar unit or headquarters. An especial effort should be 
made to retain in the Reserve those officers, and men as 
well, who during the World War performed their duties 
efficiently. There is a moral side to the sort of training 
in question. Our experience in the war proved that in 
the association of young men together for a common pur- 
pose there was developed not only a new sense of pa- 
triotic obligation, but a very high moral attitude in the 
individual. It was notably evident in the Army in 
France, where self-imposed discipline formed the back- 
ground of our strength. Men who perhaps never had a 
very clear conception of morality became very clear and 
fine in their ideals and their conduct. It seems to me. 


therefore,-that the elevation of the moral standard in 
our young men, resulting from even a short service up- 


der these favorable conditions, is a strong argument that 
must make an appeal to all our people.”

GENERAL BULLARD ON DISARMAMENT. 

In an article on “Disarmament,” in the May number 
of the Infantry Journal Major Gen. Robert L. Bullard, 
U.S.A., commanding the 2d Corps Area, says: “I have 
recently heard much on the subject of disarmament or 
limitation of armament. Coming from representatives 
of different nations, the discussion always resolves itself 
into two parts: First, a nice diplomatie expression of 
profound benevolence and friendship toward all other 
nations; second, proof, regretful, but to them undeniable, 
that they are forced by the other nations to arm and 
keep armed. To hear them is to laugh. The layman, 
discussing the subject, is full of sorrow and utopian sug- 
gestions of relief over the waste, the cruelties of war 
and the cost of armament. And so they get nowhere. 
They come back always to where they started. And so 
they will always do as long as their states maintain their 
complete quality of sovereignty, independence and 
equality, as at present, and as all insist upon continu- 
ing. Some years ago the devil took Christ up into a 
high mountain and, showing him all the kingdoms of 
the earth, offered to give them to him for a certain con- 
sideration. I would have you note that the Lord, in his 
reply, did not jeer the devil, did not question the devil’s 
having them to give. We may, therefore, conclude that 
they were the devil's. The Lord did not at that time 
take them over. We have since had no record or sign of 
there having been any change in their ownership or 
direction. Disarmament is desired and contended for by 
some in the idea, the indefinite idea, that we can arm 
and train ourselves better at some future day. Of course, 
you cannot answer such a contention with facts, with 
certainties, because no One knows the future, but -we 
can hand out to him that old proverb, the wisdom, the 
experience of the ages: ‘He who is not prepared to-day 
will not be prepared to-morrow.’ Looking at it now, 
from a purely American standpoint, disarmament would 
mean the abandonment of our financial superiority over 
other nations of the earth. We have it. Are we willing 
to #bandon it, to put ourselves on a level with others? 
That would be asinine kindness.”

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OREGON RESERVE CorRPS ASSOCIATION FORMED. 

The office of the Chief of Field Artillery has been in- 
formed that an Officers’ Reserve Corps Association was 
organized in Oregon recently, the purpose of which is to 
promote military efficiency and preparedness. The as- 
sociation is made up of about fifty Reserve officers. Al! 
men who served as officers in the World War in any 
branch of the U.S. Army, whether holding a commissivn 
in the Regular Army, National Guard, National Army 
or Reserve Corps, are eligible for membership. It is 
stated that men of this class not now holding Réserve 
commissions are to be urged by the association to ap- 
ply for commissions at once. The association will ob- 
tain, so far as possible, all necessary information and 
data relative to former officers and former non-commis- 
sioned officers residing in Oregon and make the data 
available for the War Department when desired. Its ac 
tivities will include lecture courses of instruction on 
various matters of interest to its members. Officers of 
the Regular Army will be invited to give lectures and 
informal talks. A rifle team is being organized, and it 
is planned to do everything that can be done to keep Re- 
serve officers in touch with the Service and to maintain 
and stimulate their interest in military matters in gen- 
eral and in their own branch in particular.

PROTECTION OF UNIFORM IN EUROPE. 

The Secretary of War has requested the co-operation 
of the State Department in the form of instructions to 
the diplomatic corps and consular representative in 
Europe to the effect that they should take up the pass- 
ports of any American citizens not on the active or re- 
tired list of the Regular Army and found traveling in 
Europe in uniform without special authorization to 
wear that uniform. Any person on the active or retired 
list of the Regular Army can easily identify himself as 
such by the exhibition of his travel orders, or parts of 
orders, granting him leave of absence; and the failure 
of any person in Europe in the uniform of the Army to 
exhibit such documents when properly called upon may 
be taken as final prima facie evidence that he is not on 
the active or retired list of the Regular Army.

For EarLrer ENLISTED RETIREMENT. 

“Why does the American soldier have to complete 
thirty years -to be placed on the retired list?” asks a 
correspondent. “England places her soldiers on the re- 
tired list with twenty-one years’ service. I understand 
the American Navy has a graded retirement. As 
understand a twenty years’ service entitles a man to 
the Soldiers’ Home in Washington, and if a Spanish 
War veteran to a pension. Compared with retired pay 
the difference is not much. It is fair to say that ninety- 
eight per cent. of the soldiers that have twenty-one 
years’ straight service are forty-eight years old or more. 
Most of those I have talked with are wishing for a 
chicken ranch or a farm. Has the old soldier any 
friends among our representatives?”

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CUARGES AND SPECIFICATIONS Not Provipep For. 

An officer was charged with “Disrespect to the Presi- 
dent of the United States” and “Disrespect to the See- 
retary of the Navy.” Neither of these charges being spe- 
cifically provided for in the Articles for the Govern- 
ment of the Navy, the question is presented as to 
whether the use of either is proper or permissible in 
charging as an offense an act committed or omitted by 
a person in the naval service. In answer the J.A.G. of 
the Navy says: Neither “Disrespect to the President of 
the United States” nor “Disrespect to the Secretary of 
the Navy” can be used as a charge for the purpose of 
charging the commission or omission of an act as an 
offense independently of an order, regulation, or law 
prohibiting its commission or omission. It is proper, 
however, to use either as a charge if the specification in 
support of it when so used alleges an offense which is 
provided for in an order, regulation, or law upon which 
it is based as a charge. A specification written under 
Art. 8, See. 6, of the Articles for the Government of 
the Navy would have to contain allegations showing that 
the accused was disrespectful to the superior officer; 
that is, to the superior officer in person and in his pres-

A specifica- 
tion written under Art. 1519, U.S. Navy Regulations, 
1913, would have to contain allegations showing that 
the accused used language which might tend to diminish 
the confidence in or respect due to a superior in com- 
mand.

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ARMY NOTES. 
Changes in Army Offices in Washington. 

Plans are under way, subject to change, for various 
concentration of offices and stores of the Q.M.C., at 
Washington, D.C., which it is believed will operate to- 
ward the benefit of the Service. The Quartermaster 
supply offices, now located at 17th and F streets, N.W., 
general sales stores at 1st and B streets, and materials 
stored in warehouses at 613 G street, it is quite prob- 
able will.be moved to what is known as Tempo building 
No. 5, also known as the War Trade building, on C 
street, between 20th and 21st streets, just across from 
the Munitions building. Other eg po contemplated are 
the removal of the Signal Corps Laboratories now at 
1710 Pennsylvania avenue, N.W., and the ‘Signal Corps 
Supply Depot now on Prospect avenue, Georgetown, 

C., to Tempo building No. 6, from which the Signal 
Corps offices and the Chemical Warfare Service are 
moving to the Munitions building. There is certain heavy 
machinery of the Signal Corps laboratories which will 
be. difficult to remove from their present location on 
Pennsylvania avenue, and may be too heavy to be prop- 
erly installed in the temporary building. It may be 
found that this move cannot consistently be made, and 
the plans abandoned. It is also contemplated that the 
attending surgeon’s offices located at 1106 Connecticut 
avenue will be removed to the Munitions _ building. 
Chemical Warfare Service equipment, machinery and 
matériel are rapidly being moved from Lakehurst, N.J., 
to Edgewood, Md. Brig. Gen. Amos A. Fries, Chief of 
Chemical Warfare Service, went to Lakehurst on May 
26 to assist in the transfer. He estimates the work will 
be:.completed by June 30. 


Electric Current Issued as Fuel. 


Use of electric current as fuel in lieu of coal has 
been authorized by the War Department. A forthcom- 
ing order will provide that for the purpose of permitting 
the-use of electric current for cooking, heating water and 
other household uses, aside from lighting, commanding 
officers are empowered to authorize the issue of electric 
current in lieu of other fuel to any officer or non-com- 
missioned officer entitled to draw fuel in kind. The cur- 
Trent will not be issued at a camp, post or station where 
the cost exceeds four cents per kilowatt hour. Installa- 
tion of electric apparatus will be limited to the capabili- 
ties of the local plant, and in strict accord with the 
regulations promulgated by the Quartermaster General. 
Other limitations are to 400 kilowatt hours a month, 
and to 660 kilowatt hours when light and electric fans 
are included. The standard measure will be 6.25 pounds 
of anthracite coal as equivalent to one kilowatt hour. 

Discharge of Civilian Employees. 

Discharge of the greater portion of civilians now en- 
gaged as telegraph operators, maintenance men, switch- 
board operators, radio operators, linemen, etc., at mili- 
tary camps, posts and stations throughout the Service 
has been directed by the Secretary of War, effective June 
3 This order is due to lack of sufficient funds for 
their employment. At the present time there are not 
sufficient Signal Corps men trained for these duties and 
unless additional trained men are produced, some essen- 
tial duties will be impossible of performance. Corps 
area commanders have been directed to adopt the neces- 
sary measures whereby instructions will be given Signal 
Corps men, and such other persons as required, in Amer- 
ican Morse telegraphy, International Morse telegraphy, 
local and common battery switchboard maintenance, 
telegraph and telephone line construction, such as will 
insure meeting local requirements imposed by the dis- 
charge of civilian employees. The training of Signal 
Corps personnel in excess of local requirements is also 
urged in order to supply possible deficiencies elsewhere. 


Purchase and Financial Procedure. 


Effective July 1, 1921, the co-ordination of purchase 
and financial procedure in procurement of supplies and 
services will be observed in all tvansactions which in- 
volve appropriations which become available to the War 
Department on July 1, 1921. Supply circulars issued in 
1919 and 1920 by the Purchase, Storage and Traffic Di- 
vision, General Staff, are rescinded in so far as they re- 
late to transactions pertaining to procurement author- 
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izations and instructions initiated on or before the issue 
of a general order, as above. The Secretary of War di- 
ects that provisions of Supply Circulars 62 (1919) and 
ié ) will continue effective in the completion of 
procurement instructions and authorizations initiated 
prior to July 1, 1921, including amendments or cancella- 
tions thereof which may be necessary after that date. 
Where reference to Supply Circulars 62 and 16, as 
above, is made in Section III, G.O. No. 9, W.D., 1921, 
the provisions of this order will apply. 


Expediting Remittances to Contractors. 

The Finance Department is inaugurating another time 
saver in the payment of bills. The new system, which is 
explained in G.O. No. 20, W.D., May 20, 1921, elim- 
inates seventeen forms used under the old system in pay- 
ment for supplies or other purchases of the Army, does 
the same business with two forms, expedites remittance 
to the contractor, and does not lessen the assurance that 
Government funds are being absolutely protected. The 
operation is brought about by a system of numbers fur- 
nished every Finance officer in the Army. Each num- 
ber represents a certain appropriation. When a Finance 
officer receives a voucher for payment carrying one of 
these numbers, and has sufficient. evidence that the goods 
have been delivered, he can pay the bill forthwith, 
whether he is in Alaska, the Philippine Islands, or 
wherever he may be. Under the old system he had to 
have allotted to him the funds set aside for a specific 
purpose, and if a voucher was presented to any other 
Finance officer than the one having the special funds, a 
great deal of correspondence was entailed, considerable 
delay resulted when finally the proper portion of the 
special fund would be transferred to the second Finance 
officer and the payment could be made. Officers of the 
Finance Department have been working persistently im 
the perfection of the new scheme, but it is believed they 
have at last formulated’a plan that will work for the 
highest expediency and efficiency in this class of War 
Department business, “4

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NOTES OF THE NAVY. 
Navy Officers to be Selected. 


Due to the death of Rear Admiral Augustus F. Fech- 
teler, U.S.N., on May 26, the Selection Board which ‘con- 
venes at the Navy Department on May 31 will be re- 
quired to select one additional officer in the gradés of 
rear admiral, captain and commander. The board will 
therefore select for permanent promotion nine officers for 
rear admiral, thirty-seven for captain and ninety-one for 
commander. 

One Class at Naval War College. 

There will be only one class at the Naval War College, 
Newport, R.L., this year, the course beginning on June 
30. The class will be approximately double the former 
number so that about the same number of student offi- 
cers will be accommodated. The course will last from 
June 30 to the latter part of May, 1922. The selection 
of student officers for the class will be announced by the 
Navy Department about June 1. 

Examinations for Transfer to Navy. 

Incomplete returns of the examination open to tem- 
porary and rve officers desiring to transfer to the 
permanent Navy, held on May -16, indicate that more 
than eighty per cent. of the candidates took the exami- 
nations. There were more than 2 in the reservoir 
of applicants and it is hoped in the Navy Department 
that as many as 1,000 of the candidates qualified in the 
tests. 





Strength of Navy and Marine Corps. 

Enlistments in the U.S. Navy for the week ending 
May 23, 1921, showed an increase for the week of 589, 
and for the Marine Corps of 49. The grand total of 
officers and men in the Navy and Marine Corps on the 
above date was 12,596 officers and 144,074 men. The 
enlisted personnel in the Navy, based on a strength of 
143,396, is short 23,724, and the Marine Corps is short 
5,942 men, based on a strength of 27,400. 


Battleship to Visit Peru. . 

One of the battleships of the U.S. Pacific Fleet will 
be ordered to Peru to participate in the celebration of 
Peruvian independence from July 24 to July 31, Seere- 
tary Denby states, if it is possible to do so, but the invi- 
tation to send the entire Pacific Fleet had to be de- 
clined, because of the employment schedule of the Fleet. 
The State Department representatives invited to the cele- 
bration will take passage on the battleship selected for 
the trip. 

California to be Pacific Fleet Flagship. 


Although no official announcement has been made, it 
is anticipated that the U.S.S8. California, now nearing 
completion, will probably be commissioned during the 
months of July or August, will become the flagship of 
the U.S. Pacific Fleet. The ship has been fitted as a 
flagship, and as the “last word” in battleship construc- 
tion will doubtless be selected by the commander-in-chief 
of the Fleet who is to be assigned to succeed Admiral 
Hugh Rodman, now due for shore duty. It is expected 
that Vice Admiral Hilary Jones. will be selected as com- 
mander-in-chief of the Pacific Fleet. Assignments of 
fleet commanders are said to have been decided upon by 
Secretary Denby and announcement of the selections and 
the assignment of division commanders and of rear ad- 
mirals assigned to shore duty may be looked for during 
the next week. 

Captain Sellers and Col. Porter Aids to Secretary. 

Capt. David F. Sellers, U.S.N., was on May 23 ap- 
pointed aid to Secretary of the Navy Denby, filling the 
yacancy due to the assignment to duty with the Pacific 
Fleet of Comdr. Perey W. Foote. Col. David D. Por- 
ter, U.S.M.C., was named by Secretary Denby as his aid 
for advice in Marine Corps affairs. The selection of 
Colonel Porter is based on his intimate knowledge of 
the Marine Corps. He. accompanied Secretary Denby 
on his recent trip to Haiti and the Southern Drill 
Grounds at’ Guantanamo, Cuba. Colonel Porter will 
keep his place as assistant adjutant and inspector. Cap- 
tain Sellers-a year ago relieved Comdr. Claude B. Mayo 
as officer in charge of the 6th Division, Morale, Bureau 
of Navigation, and has carried forward this important 
work with signal success among the enlisted personnel of 
the Navy. He will remain in charge of this work for the 
present. In his new assignment Captain Sellers will 
have supervision of the activities of the Navy News Bu- 
reau and having through his duties in the morale divi- 
sion gained knowledge of the relation of publicity to the 
interests of the Navy; it is anticipated that the news bu- 
reau will maintain its high standing in the regard of 
the mewspaper men covering the Navy Department. 


During and since the war the Navy News Bureau, under 
the direction first of John Wilbur Jenkins and later 
under the direction of H. M. McIntyre, who is still in 
charge, has proved itself of great usefulness not only to 
the press, but in the dissemination of matter of publi¢ 
interest concerning the Navy's activities, and this news 
matter has been handled with accuracy and fairness to 
all press interests. As a medium of exchange it has 
proved a saving of time and trouble to the officers on 
duty in the Navy Department who otherwise would have 
been approached with individual requests for informa- 
tion. In charge of a civilian, and a former ‘newspaper 
man, it has won the regard of newspaper men in Wash- 
ington as a medium for the dissemination of Navy news 
matter which could always be relied upon as accurate, 
official and uncolored. 


NAVY AGE-IN-GRADE RETIREMENT PROVISO. 


The proviso in the act of Aug. 29, 1916, as to age-in- 
grade retirement which as originally passed set the date 
of June 30, 1920, for the operation of its provisions, was 
by the Naval Appropriation act of June 4, 1920, sus- 
pended go that its date of effect is June 30, 1921. 
There are nine officers of the line of the Navy who would 
be affected by its provisions and who if not recom- 
mended for promotion would be transferred to the re- 
tired list prior to Dec. 1, 1921 (the date of meeting of 
the Selection Board), with date of retirement as of 
July 1, 1921. These officers are;~Captains—Roy C. 
Smith, Robert B. Higgins (additional number in grade), 
Robert L. Russell, William. W. Gilmer and George F. 
Cooper. Commanders—(laude B. Price, Jay H. Sypher 
ars Charles J. Lang. ‘jieutenant Commander—-Farmer 
Morrison. < 

The age-in-grade retirement proviso is as fellows: 

“On and after June 30, 1920 (extended te June 30, 
1921), no captain, commander, or lieutenant commander 
shall be promoted unless he has had not less than two 
years’ actual sea service ‘on seagoing ships in the grade 
in which serving or who is more than fifty-six, fifty, or 
forty-five years of age, respectively: Provided, That the 
qualification of sea service shall not apply to officers re- 
stricted to the performance of engineering duty only: 
Provided further, That captains, commanders, and lieu- 
tenant commanders who become i:eligible for promotion 
on account of age shall be retired on a percentage of pay 
equal to two and one-half per centum of their’shore duty 
pay for each year of service: Provided further, That the 
total retired pay shall not exceed seventy-five per centum 
of the shore duty pay they were entitled to receive while 
on the active list.”

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 
Chemical Warfare for National Guard. 


Due to the increasing interest throughout the country 
in Chemical Warfare, several of the corps area com- 
manders have requested that Chemical. Warfare officers 
be assigned to serve as instructors in the science at the 
National Guard encampments during the summer. The 
Chief of the Chemical Warfare Service is favorable to 
the proposition and is co-operating in the work wherever 
possible. 

Drill Pay, Separate Sections, N.G. Organizations. 

These two questions were presented by a Finance offi- 
cer regarding drill pay for the band section and mounted 
section of a Headquarters Company of a National Guard 
Infantry regiment which were established in separate 
cities: (1) Whether the band and the mounted sections 
are each organizations within the meaning of the act of 
June 4, 1920; and (2) whether credit for drills may be 
allowed to the members of a band in the absence of a 
certificate that a commissioned officer was present at 
each drill. The Comptroller gives an affirmative answer 
to the first question.. As to the second question it is 
pointed out that Par. 493(c) of the National tiuard 
Regulations provides that “the band section is auttor- 
ized to be located at a station other than that of its 
colpany of troop, provided there is a commissioned offi- 
cer and an organization of the same arm at that station, 
and credit for drills will be given, provided the drills or 
exercises aro supervised by a commissioned cflicer.” The 
Comptroller’s decision as to this question states: “So 
far as Par. 493(c) of the National Guard Regulations 
purports te require that the drills or exercises of the 
band be supervised by a commissioned officer before the 
members of the organization may be entitled to pay 
therefor, it is not in conformity with iaw, Sec. 110, as 
amended, providing otherwise.”

Loss or THE U.S.S. GRANITE STATE. 

By the total loss by fire of the old U.S.S. Granite 
State on May 23 at her berth at the foot of 97th street 
and Hudson river, New York city, the 1st Battalion of 
New York Naval Militia is without quarters. Here ig 
an opportunity for ‘the Navy Department to assign one 
of the reserve battleships of the New Jersey class to the 
ist Battalion as a home and for instruction purposes. 
Such an assignment would be of immense value to the 
ist Battalion which was one of the pioneer organizations 
of Naval Militia in the United States, as it would give 
officers and men a modern warship where the many es- 
sential details of naval instruction could be properly 
mastered. The assignment of a reserve battleship would 
also relieve the Navy Department of its care, as it 
would be kept in order by the Naval Mili en, who 
would take a delight and pride in its upkeep. The ist 
Battalion has long been noted as a progressive organ- 
ization, despite its great handicap of being quartered on 
such an antiquated roofed-over hulk’ as the Granite 
State. We believe that the assignment of a reserve bat- 
tleship to the 1st Battalion would be one of the best 
steps the Navy Department could take for the practical 
instruction of the command, and it is hoped the project 
will be favorably acted upon. The Granite State was 
originally a sailing frigate and was built of oak in 1818 
at Kittery, Me. She was then named the New, Hamp- 
shire. Her name was changed to the Granite State Nov. 
30, 1904. She was 196 feet 8 inches in length, 53 feet 
beam and 25 feet 6 inches draft, She was dismasted 
and her spar deck was roofed over years ago. The fire 
which destroyed the Granite State was a * blaz-

Rear Admiral Joseph L. Jayne, U.S.N., who was 
placed on the retired list May 10, 1921, for physical 
disability incident to the service, was born in Mississippi 
May 30, 1863, and his last sea duty was in command of 
the Train of the U.S. Pacific Fiect. He has been under 
medical treatment at Mare Island, Calif. Admiral 
Jayne has had some nineteen years of sea service and 
some twenty and a half years of shore duty, and was 
awarded the Navy Cross for distinguished service. He 
also holds the Naval War College diploma. He was ap- 
pointed a cadet midshipman in 1878, and among his 
various duties he was in charge of the Branch Hydro- 
graphic Office at New Orleans in 1894, and was also on 
duty in the Hydrographic Office at Washington. During 
the war with Spain he served in the U.S.S. Columbia 
and Marblehead, and was later in command of the Nan- 
shan on the Asiatic Station. When the United States 
entered the World War in 1917, Admiral Jayne was ap- 
pointed senige member of a board convened at Pensacola, 
Fla., to conduct tests with reference te anti-aircraft de- 
fense of naval stations. In the late months of that year 
he fitted out and was assigned to command the U.S.S. 
Mississippi, being detached in February, 1918, to com- 
mand Division 3, Battleship Fogge 1 of the Atlantic 
Fleet, from which he was detached”on Aug. 31, 1918, and 
assigned to duty as commandant of the 12th Naval Dis- 
trict, but prior to reporting was on temporary duty 
under the Chief of Naval Operations. He was assigned 
to command the train of the Pacific Fleet Oct. 2, 1920, 
hoisting his flag on the U.S.S. Minneapolis, and he was 
on that duty when stricken by paralysis. He was 
awarded the Navy Cross for his services in commanding 
Division 3, Battleship Force 1, Atlantic Fleet. The 
King of Belgium also conferred upon him the decora- 
tion of Commander of the Order of Leopold. 

Capt. William W. Dempsey, Cav., U.S.A., was retired 
from active service on May 18, 1921, for disability inci- 
dent thereto. He was born in Pennsylvania March 23, 
1893, and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1916. 
He has been under medical treatment at Denver, Colo., 
and his home address is Richmond, Va. 

Master Sergt. August Torstrup, Service Co., 53d Inf., 
U.S.A., was placed on the retired list at Camp Grant, 
Iil., on May 9, 1921, after thirty years’ service. At a 
review held in his honor on May 7, the regiment with 
which he had served since its organization in Chicka- 
mauga Park, Ga., in 1917, passed before him in official 
farewell. In announcing his retirement, Col. William 
P. Jackson, commanding the 43d Infantry, in regimental 
orders says: “His exemplary conduct during the period 
of his service is a model for the personnel of our Army 
to emulate. Born in Norway, he enlisted in otr Army 
in June, 1898, and has served his adopted country loy- 
ally, earnestly and faithfully. His record includes ser- 
ice in the Spanish-American War, with the American 
orees in the Philippine Islands, with General Pershing 
in Mexico, and finally in the World War in France 
and the Army of Occupation in Germany. His excellent 
work with the 53d Infantry during the World War 
made him the choice of his regimental commander when 
called upon to detail men for duty with ‘Pershing’s Own 
Regiment.” The commanding officer commends Ser- 
geant Torstrup highly for his extreme devotion to duty, 
the unimpaired record of his service, and wishes him a 
long and happy life.” 





RECENT DEATHS. 

Rear Admiral Augustus F. Fechteler, U.S.N., com- 
mandant of the Sth Naval District, died at the navy 
yard, Norfolk, Va., May 26, 1921, after an illness of 
several months. Admiral Fechteler was born at Pader- 
born, Prussia, Sept. 1, 1857, coming to the United States 
as a child and graduating from Annapolis in 1877. 
Gradual promotions made him a captain in 1909 and a 
rear admiral in 1915. As a senior lieutenant of the 
monitor Monterey he took part in the capture of Ma- 
nila. In 1910 he commanded the battleship South Caro- 
Jina, and during the following two years presided over 
the Board of Inspection. In July, 1915, he was placed 
in command of the battleship division of the Atlantic 
Fleet. Admiral Fechteler had performed twenty-four 
years and six months of sea service and close on twenty- 
one years and-six months of shore duty. He was as- 
signed to duty as commandant of the 5th Naval Dis- 
trict Feb. 5, 1918. He was awarded a Navy Cross for 
services in a position of great responsibility as com- 
mander of the division of the Atlantic Fleet and of the 
Norfolk Navy Yard during the period of hostilities. 

Just before going to press we learned of the death of 
Col. Amos W. Kimball, U.S.A., chief Q.M., 7th Corps 
Area, at Omaha, Neb., May 25, 1921. We reserve a 
more extended notice for another week.

Lieut. Col. Lewis D. Greene, U.S.A., notes an error 
in the record of the late Major Gen. Francis Vinton 
Greene, U.S.V., as given in our last issue, in the state- 
ment that he was descended from Gen. Nathanael Greene, 
of Revolutionary fame. Gen. F. V. Greene was a kins- 
man but not a direct descendant of the Revolutionary 
eneral. The last descendant in the male line of Gen. 
‘athanael Greene died in 1898; the ancestor of Gen. 
Fancis V., of the Revolutionary period, was a cousin of 
Gen. Nathanael, as the family history shows. This his- 
tory was mostly composed of data gath: red through half 
& century er more, by Gen. George S:ars Greene, the 
distinguished er of Gen. Francis V., and was pub- 
lished by the latter after his father’s death. 

Mrs. Eleanor ¥. Martin, wife of Lieut. Col. Medad C. 
Martin, U.S.A., retired, and mother of the late Capt. 
Howard L. Martin, U.S.A., died at Burlington, Vt, May 
22, 1921. The funeral services and interment were at 
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her childhood home, North Ferrisburgh, Vt. Mrs. Mar- 
tin was a member of the Society of Mayflower Descend- 
ants and of the D.A.R 

Mrs. Mary Catherine (Thompson) Colby, wife of 
Rear Admiral Harrison Gray Otis Colby, U.S.N., yetired, 
died at the family home at 449 Marlboro street, Bostof, 
Mass., May 18, 1921, after prolonged illness. In the 
World War, Mrs. Colby volunteered her services early in 
1915 and was in France with Admiral Colby for about 
three years and there, while doing war work, contracted 
the illness from the effects of which she never recovered. 
She carried on her work in France for about two years 
and a half under the auspices of the American Fund fer 
French Wounded and also the American Red Cross and 
for a part of that time had charge of important work at 
the Gare du Nord, in Paris, the.great railroad terminal.

Torrey, U.S.A., and of the late Major Henry P. Torrey, 
U.S.M.C., died at Washington, D.C., May 12, 1921. The 
remains were interred in Arlington National Cemetery. 

Mrs. Anna Dudley Barton, wife of Mr. George De

He became aide-de- 
camp to Queen Victoria in 1892, was commander of the 
channel squadron from 1901 to 1903 and commander-in- 
chief of the home and channel fleets from 1903 to 1907.

President Carranza, was shot and killed in Mexico City 
on May 21, 1921. General Kloss was entrusted with the 
reorganization of the artillery of the Mexican army 
by President Carranza and co-operated with General 
Obregon in the campaign against the revolutionary chief 
Villa. Whetf General Obregon was elected president he 
sent General Kloss to Berlin as Mexican Consul Gen- 
eral, but recently recalled him for duty in the War 
Office.

DEATH OF COL. A. W. KIMBALL, U.S.A. 


Col. Amos W. Kimball, Q.M.C., died at Fort Crook, 
Neb., May 25, 1921. .He was born in New York July 27, 
1862, has father being Brig. Gen.-Amos S. Kimball, 
U.S.A:, who died in- 1909. - Colonel-Kimball was a cadet 
at West Point from Sept. 1, 1881; to Jan. 20,1882, and 
entered the Volunteer Service as first lieutenant. and 
Q.M., 7th California Volunteers, in May, 1898. He was 
promoted captain and A.Q.M. the same month, going to 
the Philippines in July, 1898. He returned to the 
United States in 1899, for duty in the Presidio, Calif. 
He was appointed captain and Q.M. in the Regular 
Army in 1901 and served in the Philippines from 1903 
to 1906.- He was promoted major in 1907 and was on 
duty at Fort Snellingg Minn., to 1908, then in New 
York city to 1910, Denver to 1911, Fort D. A. Russell 
to 1912, and Fort Benjamin Harrison to 1913. He be- 
came a lieutenant colonel in 1913 and was on duty in 
Chicago to 1914, Texas City and Galveston, Texas, to 
1916, Philippines 1916 to 1917, Baltimore to 1918. -Colo- 
nel Kimball was on duty in France with the A.E.F. as 
colonel, Q.M.C., from July, 1918; to October, 1919, and 
then at Norfolk, Va., until September, 1920. He was 
appointed colonel, Q.M.C., in July, 1920, and was Q.M.., 
7th Corps Area, at Fort Crook, Neb., from September, 
1920, until his death. He leaves two sons and three 
daughters. One son, Edward A. Kimball, is a lieuten- 
ant of Infantry, U.S.A., and a daughter is the wife of 
Major Robert C. Brady, Q.M.C: One 8ister is the wife 
of Col. W. R. Abercrombie, retired, and another the 
wife of Col. Edgar Russel, Signal Corps, U.S.A. The 
cause of Colonel Kimball’s d@ath, as reported to the War 
Department, was acute indigestion. 
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MEMORIAL SERVICES FOR A.E.F. DEAD. 

Five separate military memorial services were held at 
the Port of Embarkation, Hoboken, N.J., on May 22, in 
hohner of 5,212 dead of the American Expeditionary 
Force, brought from Antwerp on the Army transport 
Wheaton, which arrived at the port of New York on 
May 18. It is believed that religious services have never 
been held in this country, on the same occasion, over as 
large a number of military dead. Every division that 
served overseas was represented in this aggregation. The 
flag-draped coffins had been under military guard since 
their arrival. Officers of the Graves Registration Ser- 
vice said they had never seen as large crowds as those 
which attended the services. . President Harding, who 
visited New York on May 23 for the purpose of at- 
tending various functions, went direct to the pier from 
the U.S.S.. Mayflower, when she anchored off the foot of 
West 96th street, New York city. He was accom- 
panied by Mrs. Harding, Secretary of War and Mrs. 
John W. Weeks, his aid, Lieut. Col. Clarence O. Sher- 
rill, U.S.A., and others. A detachment of the 22d In- 
fantry from Fort Jay, under command of Major Andrew 
G. Gardner, U.S.A., escorted the President and his 
party from the Mayflower to the pi>r at Hoboken, where 
a battalion of the same regiment escorted them ‘to where 
the bodies of the soldiers were lying. 

After brief religious services by Rev. Herbert Ship- 
man, Protestant Episcopal suffragan bishop-elect of New 
York, whe was senior chaplain of the Ist Army, A.E.F.: 
Aabbi_ Voorsanger, formerly 77th Division, and former 
Chaplain James J. Halligan, 308th Infantry, the Presi- 
dent made an addréss, speaking of the great emo- 
tions stirred beyond control when contemplating these 
thousands of beloved dead. “There is ringing in my 
ears,” he said, “like an admonition eternal, an insistent 
call: ‘It must not be again; It must not be again!’ 
God grant that it will not be, and let a practical people 
join in co-operation with God to the end that it shall 
not be. I would not wish a nation for which men are 
not willing to fight, and if need be to di, but I do wish 
for a‘ nation where it is not necessary to ask that sacri- 
fice. I do not pretend that millennial days have come, 
but I can, believe in the possibility of a nation being so 
righteous as never to make a war of conquest, and a 
nation so powerful in righteousness that none will dare 
invoke her wrath. I wish for us such an America.” 
The first service for the dead on May 22 was held for 
those of the 27th and 77th Divisions, and as was the 
case with the other services, were attended by many 
Army officers. They were conducted by former Chap- 
lain Duncan H. Browne, 305th Inf., former Chaplain 
James J. Halligan and Rabbi Elkan  Voorsanger, 
who was also attached to the 77th Division. Brig. Gen. 
Robert Alexander, U.S.A., who commanded the 77th Di- 
vision, and Rev. Herbert Shipman made addresses. An- 
other memorial service was held later in the day for 
the New Jersey dead who served in the 27th and 77th 
Divisions. Rev. Father Corr, who was a chaplain in 
the 29th Division, former Chaplain J. Murphy, who 
was attached to the 78th Division, and Rev. War- 
ren J. Coon, delivered eulogies. Major Gen. Charles P. 
Summerall, U.S.A., commanding the Ist Division, Camp 
Dix, N.J. and Rev. Herbert Shipman spoke at the ser- 
vices for the officers and men of the Ist Division. For- 
mer Chaplains C. W. ‘Hill and James J. Halligan also 

rticipated in these services. Former Chaplains Wil- 
iam T. Crocker, John. F. Mulligan and Elkan Voor- 
sanger took part in the services for the dead of the 5th 
Division. Brig. Gen. Robert Alexander, 68d Brigade; 
Brig. Gen. James Parker, U.S.A., who commanded the 
82d Division overseas; Col. R. C. Langdon, U.S.A.; for- 
mer Major John F..Gardner and former Chaplains 
Thomas E. Swan made addresses at the services for the 
82d Division dead, the invocation being delivered by 
Rev. Father Henry P. White.

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Non-COMMISSIONED STAFF OFFICERS, C.A.C. 

General orders have been issued directing all com- 
manders of units or detachments of Coast Artillery per- 
sonnel having non-commissioned staff officers of the

channels to the department or corps area commander any 
such non-commissioned staff officer who is not consid- 
ered satisfactory for continuance in his grade, specifying 
the grounds upon which*the report is based. The depart- 
ment or corps area commander, upon receipt of such re- 
port, will appoint.a board consisting of three officers to 
examine into and make recommendations as to the suita- 
bility and fitness of the non-commissioned staff officer s¢ 
reported, and as to whether or not his appointment 
should be terminated at once; provided, that in the ab- 
sence of authority from the War Department no such 
non-commissioned staff officer shall be brought before @ 
board appointed under these regulations until he shall 
have served at least six months as a non-commissioned 
staf€ officer. The proceedings of the board will be simi- 
lar to those of a court of inquiry, and its final report 
will be forwarded promptly through military channels to 
The Adjutant General of the rs" The last. sentence 

, Army Regulations, 
which is devoted solely to non-commissioned staff off 
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cers of the C.A.C., reads: “The non-commissioned staff 
officers, though liable to discharge for inefficiency-or mis- 
conduct, will not be reduced except by sentence of court- 
martial.” This is to be rescinded and the following sen- 
tence substituted therefor: “The non-commissionéd staff 
officers are liable to reduction. for inefficiency or mis- 
conduct.”

Camp Dodge Surplus Buildings Sold. 

The office of the Director of Sales announces that bids 
for the purchase of approximately 1,200 surplus Gov-

General Fries on Chemical Warfare. 

“Chemical Warfare and Its Effects on Strategy and 
Tactics” was the subject of a lecture delivered by Brig. 
Gen. Amos A. Fries, Chief of the Chemical Warfare 
Service, at the General Staff College on May 11. that 
was, as General Fries said, devoted to the “underlying 
fundamental principles of chemical warfare.” 

Army Transport Efficiency Flag. 

An efficiency flag for the Army Transport Service, 
which was recommended by Major Gen. Harry L. Rogers, 
the Quartermaster General, has been approved by_the 
Seerctare. of War. The design adopted follows: Hoist 
foar feet, fly eight feet; per bend sinister gules and 
azure; palm branch in beftd sinister ‘between the letter 
“BE” and the insignia of the Quartermaster Corps, all 
argent. 

Disposition of Obsolete Rifles. 

Obsolete rifles in possession of schools to which issued 
under the provisions of the act of April 27, 1914, are to 
be sold, as recommended by Major Gen. C. C. Williams, 
Chief of Ordnance, provided such schools agree not to 
sell or transfer. such arms without authority from the 
War Deparignent. The Chief of Ordnance will fix the 
price at which these rifles will be sold. 


Ordnance Material in Hands of Troops. 


A forthcoming War Department circular will provide 
that provisions of Circular No. 304, W.D., 1920 (pro- 
hibition of use of enlisted men of the Line branches for 
duties pertaining to Staff Corps) will not be held to 
prohibit the use of such enlisted men for the care and 
preservation of the equipment specified in Paragraph 3a, 
Wables of Basic Allowance, Circular No. 152, W.D., 
1920; as amended by Circular No. 52, W.D., 1921. 


Visiting Nurse Report from Camp Jackson. 

Major Gen. Merritte W. Ireland, Surgeon General of 
the Army, has issued a report on the work of the Visit- 
ing Nurse at Camp Jackson, S.C. (whose duties were 
outlined in our issue of July 31, 1920, page 1473), cover- 
ing a period of six months from Nov. 1, 1920, to April 
30, 1921, during which time there was an outbreak of 
measles and when the hospital census increased from 
slightly over 100 patients to a maximum of 750. Among 
the children at the post thirty of the measles cases de- 
veloped in January gnd twenty-five cases in February. 
The children were all cared for in their homes by their 
mothers, visited by the Attending Surgeon and the 
Visiting Nurse, and all made uneventful recoveries. In 
this one respect, if in no other, it is believed that the 
work of the Visiting Nurse, begun as an experiment, 
thoroughly justifies the detailing of a nurse from regular 
ward duty for this special work, and there is now no 
question of her being withdrawn from this work for any 
other purpose. For, with no ward equipped for the 
care of sick children, in a hospital temporarily over- 
crowded and full of infection, and with the entire per- 
sonnel working long and anxious hours, the hospital care 
available for these sick children would have been sadly 
inadequate to the need. But with the Attending Sur- 
geon in charge, and the Visiting Nurse always on call, 
and each making regular visits, each mother was able to 
give to her one or two sick children all the necessary 
home eare. The morning hours of the Visiting Nurse 
are spent in assisting in the office of the Attending Sur- 
geon and making necessary sick calls while in the after- 
noon she makes friendly welfure calls, an effort being 
made to visit all the young children in the camp at 
least once each month. The sanitary conditions in the 
homes are examined at such times. For her outdoor 
work the Visiting Nurse has the use of the automobile 
assigned for the use of the Visiting Surgeon.

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ORGANIZATION OF SOUND RANGING COMPANIES. 

In compliance with directions of the President that 
there be organized a sound ranging company, the Coast 
Artillery Corps has arranged to proceed with the or- 
ganization under direction of Major James Prentice, 
C.A.C., at Camp Eustis, Va. In fact orders were issued 
by the War Department some time before the President’s 
recent direction that such a company be organized and 
some progress along this line had already been made. 
Although there is still uncertainty as to personnel, owing 
to the delay of Congress in passing the Army Appropria- 
tion bill which will deterntine the size of the Army, the 
present plan is to have for war strength five officers and 
seventy enlisted men to each company. In peace time 
it is not likely there will be one company assigned to 
each division headquarters, but in case of war there 
might. be ten or more companies to each division head- 
quarters besides the reserves that could be pressed into 
active service when necessity demanded.

ARMY G.C.M. CASES. 

Major Earl L. Canady, Air Ser., U.S.A., who was tried by 
G.C.M. at Fort Santiago, Manila, pursuant to 8.0. 43, Phil- 
ippine Dept., Feb. 21, 1921, was found not guilty of kickinz 
his superior officer, Lieut. Col. Edward M. Talbott, Med. 
Corps, on the body, as charged in the specifi.ution of Charge 
I. He was found guilty of Charge II, the specifications of 
which alleged that he was unfit for duty by excessive use of 
intoxicants at.Manila about Feb. 17, 1921; that he was drunk 
on board the transport Merritt about Nov. 11, 1920, and that 
he was drunk in his quarters at Manila about Feb. 17, 1921.

General Miles Reviews 15th New York. 


Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U.S.A., was the guest of 
honor of Col. Arthur W. Little, commanding the 15th 
Infantry, New York Guard, at a review of his command 
in Central Park, New York city, on the afternoon of 
May 21. With General Miles, the reviewing officer, dur- 
ing the passage of the regiment, were ex-Cols. William 
Haywood and William J. Schieffelin, of the 15th, and 
others. Incident to the ceremony General Miles pre- 
sented a set of colors in behalf of Lafayette Post, G.A.R., 
and praised the war record of the old 369th Infantry, 
now the 15th. The father of Colonel Little served with 
the 7ist N.Y. Volunteers in the Civil War, and was at 
one time commander of Lafayette Post. General Miles 
fin his address stated that the regiment numbered with 
replacements 5,000 men and was in a 191 day baptism 
of fire. Its casualties in battle were 383 killed and 
1,246 wounded. He said the fact that the entire regi- 
ment was decorated with the Croix de Guerre testified 
the character of their service better than words. Fol 
lowing General Miles’s address Gaston Liebert, French 
consul general, presented to the regiment a wreath of 
poppies and thanked the regiment in the name of his 
country “for their.noble work, well done.” 


General Squier’s Discovery of “Black Light.” 


Major Gen. George O. Squier, Chief Signal Officer of 
the Army, in the New York Sun of May 7 discussed 
remarkable discoveries made by him in the form of so- 
called “invisible light.” . Following experiments begun 
during the World War, the work has progressed to a 
stage where it has been proved by demonstrations that 
there are light waves not visible to the eye at both ends 
of the spectrum beyond the previously known infra-red 
and ultra-violet rays. General Squier is quoted as say- 
ing that he does not know if his discovery will have any 

eat influence commercially, since his work has all been 

the direction of the perfecting of Army signals, but it 
s believed that if “invisible light” can be made ayvail- 
able for extensive Army signaling work it will give the 
United States great advantages over an enemy in time 
of war. Persons in possession of the proper apparatus 
designed to record these waves could carry on extended 
conversations practically through the enemy’s lines with- 
out the enemy being aware of the fact. “Black light’ 
sould be used for signaling from airplanes, for directing 

nfire and for signaling between ships at sea. It is not 
plieved that the light can be used for signaling at 
great distances because the invisible rays cannot be re- 
corded at, probably, a much greater distance than fifteen 
or twenty miles.

American Army Officers Thanked by Austria. 

Lieut. Col. Charles H. Morrow, U.S.A., who com- 
manded the 27th Infantry at Vladivostok and elsewhere 
in Siberia during the World War, has received an in- 
teresting communication from Secretary of State Hughes 
which the Secretary received from Swedish Ambassador 
A. Wallenberg, to whom it had been sent by the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs of Austria. The Ambassador's 
letter sets forth that according to a statement made on 
his eventual return to Austria from Siberia, Lieut. Col. 
Ferdinand Reder, of the former Austro-Hungarian army, 
the most pernicious unsanitary and other eonditions 
which prevailed at the Russian internment camp at 
Krassnajarjetschka, Siberia, in October, 1918, and where 
Colunel Reder was himself a prisoner, were within a 
short time thereafter removed by the energetic efforts of 
American officers of Colonel Morrow’s regiment, among 
them Capt. F. Larkins, who then COmmanded Co. E, 
and who was a captain in the Medical Corps. The letter 
adds that it was through the “great zeal, efficiency and 
foresight given to their task that the lives of many war 
prisoners were not only saved but life in the camp made 
tolerable and fit for human beings. The hither- 
to desperate hygienical conditions in the camp were 
remedied by the American officers, who in no lesser de- 
gree took care of the spiritual welfare of the war pris- 
oners by giving them inspiration and suitable occupa- 
tion.” Captain Burdett and ‘Lieutenant James, adju- 
tant of Colonel Morrow, the communication says, dis- 
tinguished themselves foremost in this charitable action 
towards these prisoners. The Austrian Federal Min- 
istry for Foreign Affairs, through Lieutenant Colonel 
Reder’s report, only recently gained knowledge of the 
acts of the American officers, the Austrian Foreign Min- 
ister’s letter states, and now is anxious to express its 
deepest gratitude to the Government of the United 
States and in particular te the American Army officers 
named. 


Pothier “Confession” Repudiated in Cronkhite Case. 

According to a detailed story printed in the New York 
World of May 23, Roland Pothier, formerly an enlisted 
man in the Army, repudiated his “confession” made on 
March 23 regarding the death of Major Alexander P. 
Cronkhite, U.S.A., at Camp Lewis, Wash., on Oct. 25, 
1918. Pothier, according to this account, admitted to a 
Catholic priest that he had killed Major Cronkhite ac- 
cidentally and said that agents of the Government 
forced him into admitting that he had talked with Rob- 
ert Rosenbluth, a former captain in the Army who was 
arrested in connection with the alleged shooting of 
Major Cronkhite as was told in our issue of March 21, 
page 827. At the time of Major Cronkhite’s death it 
was reported that he had committed suicide, but at the 
instance of his father, Major Gen. Adelbert Cronkhite, 
the body was exhumed and an investigation started that 
resulted in the Pothier “confession” and the arrest of 
former Captain Rosenbluth. On May 24 Rosenbluth’s 
lawyer served notice on the U.S. Attorney in New York 
city that he would move for the dismissal of bail in his 
client’s case. The motion was set for June 6. Pothier 
is at liberty, employed as a brakeman on a New Eng- 
land railroad.

CHANGE IN Navy UNirorm Onpen. 

G.O. No. 44, Navy Department, April 25, 1921, was 
modified by direction of the Secretary of the Navy on 
May 26. This relates to officers’ uniforms, and changes 
Par. 3 to read: “All officers of the Regular Navy hold- 
ing the rank of permanent commander or above shall be 
outfitted as above (with articles of full dress trousers, 
full dress belt, cocked hat and epaulets) by July 1, 1921; 
other officers shall be so outfitted by May 1, 1920.” The 
order provided that lieutenant commanders should -be 
outfitted by July 1; 1921, and the change now requires 
officers permanently in this L cmend to procure the outfits 
by May 1,1922,.. . 
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ENLISTED STRENGTH OF NAVIES COMPARED. 
Unfairness of Senator Borah’s Figures. 

In the debate on the Naval Appropriation bill on 
May 13 Senator Borah made a eomparison of the en- 
listed strength of the U.S. Navy and that of the British 
He said the British navy had about 105,000 men, 


navy. 
adding: “So we are providing and the House provided 
for a personnel of 100,000 men. ‘That would be to all 
practical purposes the size of the largest navy in the 
world, to wit, the British navy, lacking about 5,000 men. 
It is now proposed to increase the Navy to 120,000 
men. . . . It seems to me that even the advocates 
of a great Navy ought to be willing to rest with a per- 
sonnel equal in size to that of the greatest mavy in the 
world.” As an argument this may appear logical, but 
it does not take into consideration the fact that the two 
Services are wholly different in the character of the en- 
listed personnel in experience and length of service. 
The characteristics of the British 105,000 are indicated 
thus: At sea; 96,000; boys in training, 5,000; deck force 


in training, 3,500; artificers in training, 1,000, a total 
of 105,000_exclusive of marines. The average period of 
service is twelve years in the British navy. For a man 
to gain retirement benefits he must, after the first en- 


listment of four to five years depending upon length of 
cruise, re-enlist for twelve-year periods. It is therefore 
easy to understand that the enlisted personnel of the 
British navy has a preponderance of seasoned and ex- 
perienced men, and that its personnel problem cannot be 
compared with the same problem the U.S. Navy Depart- 
ment is constantly endeavoring to solve. The enlisted 
personnel turnover in the British navy is unguestion- 
ably not one-third that of the turnover in the U.S. Navy 
for this very requirement of long-term re‘enlistments. 

-A more accurate view of the situation of the U.S. 
Navy’s enlisted personnel problem is easily accessible to 
legislators desirous of making a just comparison. For 
example, in our Navy there will be 38,492 expirations of 
enlistments during the fiscal year 1922. Of this num- 
ber 31,236 are two-year men, who came into the Navy 
only last year. In the months of July, August and 
September of this year, approximately 14,000 men are 
due to leave the Navy. because of the expiration of their 
terms of enlistment. It is extremely doubtful that the 


British navy will experience a loss of 13,000 in the whole 
year of 1922, as compared with the loss in the U.S. 
Navy of nearly 40,000 men. Admittedly there will "be 
some gain through re-enlistments in the U.S. Navy, a 
greater percentage probably than for some years beeause 
of the present unfavorable industrial situation, but even 
should the re-enlistments mount to the unprecedented 
percentage of twenty-five, the Navy’s turnover in 1922 
is bound to be approximately 30,000 men. In addition, 


this large turnover of itself requires greater flect activity 
than a more stable personnel such as the British navy 
enjoys, for with a constant outflow of experienced men 
and an inflow of novices, fleet activity is imperative to 
keep its units in condition approaching efficiency. In 
addition a stabilized personnel, such as is Great Brit- 
ain’s, does not require that from one-fourth to one- 
third of the total enlisted strength be engaged in the 
various stages of recruiting and first-enlistment train- 


ing as is necessary in the U.S. Navy with its short en- 
listment periods. Nor is Great Britain called upon to 
fill constantly recurring vacancies with untrained men 


from training stations and receiving ships. Her strength 
in training is approximately 9,500, while Secretary Den- 
by on his recept visit to the Great Lakes Station re- 
viewed nearly 20,000 youths in training at that single 


station. 

Fighting strength is after all the true measure of 
men as well as ships, and the 120,000 men asked for 
the U.S. Navy for the fiscal year 1922 are just sufficient 
to place the Navy on approximately the same actual 
fighting strength as the British navy. And this 120,000 
includes all enlisted men on active duty at sea, on shore, 
and on Navy craft, about 5,000 men in aviation and 
some 1,600 in naval communications and radio service 
ashore. The British strength of 105,000 does not in- 
clude aviation personnel, for aviation is a separate force, 
nor does it include the personnel attached to shore radio 
stations. And there ‘is also a considerable number ‘of 
men in the various British colonial navies—some 6,000 
it is estimated—additional to the 105,000 total. The 
U.S. Navy has the ships and equipment which the best 
Service opinion based: on long years of experience has 
influenced Congress to provide as our first line of de- 
fense. Having this establishment, the question is sim- 
ply whether it shall be kept in condition fit to fight or 
whether its personnel shail be so weakened as to make 
it impotent im the event of an emergency. Comparison 
with a service so different as that of Great Britain is un- 
just and may create a misapprehension in the minds-of 
the peeple now content in the -belief that their Navy. is 
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efficient and ready to cope’ sncpesatays with any fleet 
which rides the sea to-day. 
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Frying Orricer For CHIEF OF BUREAU. 

An amendment to the Naval Appropriation bill was 
proposed by Senator La Follette on May 23 to require 
the chief of the proposed Bureau of Aeronautiés in the 
Navy Department to be appointed from “among the fiy- 
ing officers of the active list of the Navy or Marine 
Corps,” and that all officers appointed to this bureau 
shall qualify as an aircraft pilot or observer within a 
year. This amendment was agreed to by the Senate 
sitting as a Committee of the Whole on May 25. In- 
quiry at the Navy Department disclosed that no officer 
on duty in connection with aviation of the amendment 
was generally attributed to the independent air force ad- 
vocates. It was learned that there was no especial op- 
position to the plan. Since aviation with all its progress 
is still in its infancy, however, Navy officers believe that 
its direction will require the services of officers of ad- 
ministrative ability and who are in every way qualified 
‘for an understanding of the problem by experience in 
line duties. Most of the flying officers are still young 
and not experienced in the duties of command and of 
administration, it is pointed out, and they will have time 
to develop capabilities for directing an important bu- 
reau. In the Navy it is considered that requiring a chief 
of this bureau to be a flier will be a wise provision when 
the aviation arm is more advanced and has had time to 
develop, and the officers who have had opportunity to 
develop along with aviation progress would naturally 
be those from whom a chief should be selected. Now 
is not the time to make a hard and fast rule, it is held, 
which would result in preventing the selection of a line 
officer of administrative accomplishments as chief of the 
hoped-for Bureau of Aeronautics, whose establishment 
still awaits the action of Congress. Should the amend- 
ment be retained it is believed a movement would imme- 
diately be set on foot to pass a bill requiring the Chief 
of the Army Air Service to be chosen from among the 
fiying officers of the Army.® Majer Gen. Charles T. 
Menoher, U.S.A., Chief of Air Service, who has fre- 
quently flown as a passenger, could probably qualify as 
an observer and retain his position, and the same might 
be said of Capt. William A. Moffet, U.S.N., who, ‘it is 
known, has planned to take a qualifying course as an 
observer with the view of eventually becoming a quali- 
fied naval aviator. 
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ARMY ‘LIEUTENANT APPOINTMENT EXAMS. IN AUGUST. 

Secretary of War Weeks has approved of the recom- 
mendation of Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, The Adjutant 
General, and authorized a final examination for appoint- 
ment of lieutenants in thé Regular Army to be held 
throughout the United States, in the Philippine, Ha- 
waiian and Panama Canal Departments, and in the 
American Forces in Germany, to begin on Aug. 22. Pre- 
liminary examinations will begin immediately and_ will 
continue until Aug. 13. The examinations will be under 
the provisions of Army Regulations 605-5. Facilities 
for conducting the preliminary examinations at educa- 
tional institutions prior to graduation will be provided 
by corps area commanders, the board being composed of 
one officer of the liné and one medical examiner, where 
necessary. Provisions of paragraph 18, Army Regula- 
tions 605-5, are suspended accordingly, since these provi- 
sions are for boards of five members and in no casé less 
than three members. The number of vacancies in the vari- 
ous branches of the Service will be announced soon. There 
will, however, be vacancies in all branches except the 
Finance Department and the Judge Advocate General’s 
Department. Information as to the scope and details of 
the examination may be obtained at any military post or 
station. Applications may be submitted at any post or 
station or at the headquarters of a corps area or de- 
partment in which the candidate lives, as noted in our 
issue of May 14, page 1004. The reports of the exami- 
nations held April 25-30 are still coming in to the War 
Department, but it will be a month before The Adjutant 
General's office will be in a position to announce the re- 
eult of the examination and give the names of the suc- 
cessful applicants. This delay is due to the fact that 
the precedure relative to examinations for appointment 
is so thoroughly decentralized and in the hands of the 
Corps area and department commanders that little is 
known of results until the papers of the candidates who 
qualified have come to the chiefs of branches of the War 
Department for approval. 
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CANCELLATION OF APPOINTMENTS IN O.R.C. 

The War Department has adopted the policy of can- 
celing appointments in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. in 
sixty days from tender of appointment where declina- 
tion or acceptance. has not been indicated. There are 
now pending in The Adjutant General’s Office, 4,669 ap- 
pointments of men to whom appointments were tendered 





and from whom no acceptance or declination has been ' 


received. These tenders date back from sixty days to 


two years. All reasonable efforts have been made by ‘ 


the War Department to secure acceptances, but these 


have failed owing to changes of address, incorrect ad-— 


dress or the neglect of the men to whom tenders of ap- 
pointment were made. The War Department realizes 
the value of Reserve officers to the Government and de- 


sires to retain them in the Service, but also realizes - 
that in an emergency it can count upon only those. whose ° 
. @ppointments: have been consummated: It -has. been or- ‘ 





dered that on June 30,-192%,; all- appointments tendered 


prior. to April 80,» 1921, shall be - canceled: unless. ac- 


ceptance or declination of the appointment has been re- 
ceived, and the policy of cancellation after waiting the 
pleasure of the appointee for sixty days will be observed. 





ALLOWANCES FOR RETIRED OFFICERS. 


Under. See. 1274, Revised Statutes, ‘‘officers -retired 
from active service shall receive seventy-five per. cent. 
of the pay of the rank upon which they are retired.” 
Since in active service an officer receives allowances in 
addition to pay the practical effect of thie law is to 
cut such’ an officer's income from the Government in 
half when he goes on the retired list, The Pay In- 
erease act of May 18, 1920, barred retired officers and 
enlisted men from any of its benefits although from 
causes and resulting conditions over which they have no 
control they are in need of increased incomes. A very 
effective means can be found by Congress to relieve this 
injustice to retired officers by the passage of the bill 
(S. 152) introduced by Senator Spencer or the identi- 
cal..bill (H.R. 3719) introduced by Representative 
Morin which would amend Sce. 1274, Rev. Stat., so that 
“Officers retired from active service shall receive seventy- 
five per cent. of pay and allowances of rank upon which 
they- were retired.” In consideration of the compata- 
tively few retired officers there are in the Service the 
amount of money necessary to be appropriated to give 
them the allowances of their rank upon retirement would 
not be great. And such a change in the law would ap- 
rear to carry out the legitimate iniention of Congress, 
for whens i*ig Jaw was passed originally there were very 
few of ers and enlisted men who received any allew- 
ances-su bo Teference was made to them in the retired 
pay provision, although it is obvious Congress intended 
that an officer or enlisted man going on the retired list 
should receive thereafter three-quarters of the reo- 
muneration he received on active duty. By the adop- 
tion of this bill of Mr. Morin’s Congress can now rectify 
what appears to be an oversight in writing this retire- 
ment provision and bring relief to officers and men who 
not alone need it, but who, we believe, were meant to 
have their allowances on active duty included propor- 
tionately in their retired pay. As heretofore noted, 
steps have been taken,in the House of Representatives to 
begin work on the study of the pay situation in the Ser- 
vices. This we hope will lead ultimately to the reform 
in the-matter of retired_pay tothe end that retired offi- 
cers and men may not be penalized while in that status. 
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NUMBERS ON ARMY PROMOTION LIST. 

In hoting the publication of the Army promotion list, 
which is now being distributed to all officers in the Ser- 
vice from The Adjutant General’s Office, we directed at- 
tention in our issue of May 21, page 1026, to the dis- 
‘erepancies Between the single list numbers in the pro- 
motion list and those on the promotion list index. We 
learn at The Adjutant General’s Office that the order 
in which officers appear on the promotion list has not 
been changed, except where necessary to correct errors 
of fact in the computation to determine position on the 
promotion list. The numbers have no special. signifi- 
eance, it is emphasized, since every time a separation oc- 
curs, the serial numbers below that point would all 
change, and since separations are constant there is a 
constant change of numbers.’ But the order in which 
officers’ names appear on that list is bound to be correct, 
because that order does not change. In fact, since the 
printed promotion list went to press, there have been 
upwards of fifty separations, a score of changes in posi- 
tion of officers due to corrections, and a few insertions of 
officers recommissioned. Hence the list, so far as the 
numbers are concerned, is already very different offi- 
cially in comparison with the list as it came from the 
printer. The promotion list is to be included in the 
1921 issue of the Official Army Register and, of course, 
wil! be brought up to date at that time, so far as num- 
bers are concerned. Work’on the Official Army Register 
is going on apace, but it is not likely that the 1921 
issue will be ready for distribution before Aug. 1. 
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CiviAN CLERKS IN GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS. 
During the last few years there has been constant ac- 
tivity relative to the matter of classification of civilian 
employees in the various executive departments in Wash- 
ington, which gave birth to a class publication espousing 
the reclassification program. Lobbying by the em- 
ployees’ association is said to have been intensive, with 
the result that many of the leaders in the reclassifica- 
tion campaign have cultivated personal relations with 
members of the legislative-branch. Ameng these. leaders 
are some who are occupying clerkships“in the War De- 
partment. A recent article in the class publication, of 
which an assistant thief tlerk is the editor, was a veiled 
attack aimed at the head-of a-bureau of the War Depart- 








ment and so thinly veiled that identification of the offi- | 


cer held up. to derision was as easy as though he had 
been actually named in the article. Charges against the 
editor. of the publication were immediately filed, and 
counter charges against the officer also submitted, upon 
which action is still to be taken. . This case will prob- 
ably serve to clarify the atmosphere in the War De- 


partment -and doubtless: bring about recognition of the ©

Whatever the 
outcome of the charges and counter charges in the case 
noted above, the hearings will unquestionably bring 
about a better understanding ef the prerogatives of the 
civilian employee in the War Department, and also 
make plain that these prerogatives extend only to doing 
¢he work entrusted to him in the confidence that it is 
not to be disclosed except upon authority of the officer in 
charge. Army officers are responsible for the conduct of 
the War Department’s business directly in their charge, 


RULING IN B CLASSIFICATION Suit ADVERSE To W.D. 


The motion of the defense to correct the record and 
vacate the judgment of the Supreme Court for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia in the B classification suits brought 
against the Secretary of War by Cols. John W. French 
aud William F. Creary was overruled by Justice McCoy. 
on May 23. U.S. Attorney John W. Laskey and Col. 
Frederick M. Brown, U.S.A., of the J.A.G. Department; 
entered a motion on May 8 to correct the record of the 
court so as to show that action in the case was taken on 
behalf of Secretary of War Weeks without specific au- 
thority of the latter to act in hig behalf. It contended 
that the present Secretary of War should have the right 
to file an answer to the petitioners, disregarding the for- 
mal answer made by former Secretary Baker. Also that 
ihe order of the court to reinstate the petitioners to 
their former grades in the Army should be dismissed, wn- 
less within a time fixed by the court the petitioners shall 
cause due process, order or rule to be served upon. the 
substituted defendant (Secretary Weeks) so as to subject 
him to the jurisdiction of thé court. It is uaderstood 
that all cases of final classification of officers in Class B 
are now being submitted by the War Department to the 
President for his review and approval.

Army FuNDS APPORTIONMENT Must Nor Br EXxcerepen, 


Secretary of Wer Weeks has informed the chiefs of all 
branches of the War Department that they will in future 
be held responsible that apportionments of funds made 
to them are not exceeded. ‘“‘No deficiency will ever be 
ereated without the approval of the Secretary of War, as 
long as he holds office,” the statement ‘reads. This action 
follows that of the President in directing the attention 
of heads of executive departments to the estimates for 
deficiencies of more than $216,000,000. The President 
stated: “I do not know of any more dangerous tendency 
in the administration of Governmental departments, and 
I am very sure that we never can fix ourselves firmly on 
a basis of economy until the departments are conducted 
within the provisions made by.Congress. I wish you 
would call this matter,to the -attention of the various 
bureau ‘chiefs so that’ a line peanaiaee will ae veh Te 


ported im future.” : f 
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NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL, 
Senate Votes Appropriation for 120,000 Men. 

Discussion of the Naval Appropriation bill, H.R. 4803, 
was resumed in Senate Committee of the Whole on May 
20, two hours being devoted to debate on the proposal to 
appropriate $1,500,000 for beginning work on the naval 
supply base at Alameda, Calif. Senators Robinson, 
King and Borah objected to the appropriation on the 
ground that it meant the abandonment of the Mare 
Island Navy Yard. Senator Robinson challenged Sena- 


tor Poindexter “to write into the bill a provision that 
Congress has no purpose to abandon Mare Island or to 
abate the activities of the Government at that place.” 
Senator Poindexter replied, “I will accept an amendment 
to that effect, as far as I am concerned, if the Senator 
from Arkansas will propose it.” When the debate was 
resumed on May 23 the Alameda appropriation was put 
te a vote and defeated by 40 to 30. 

The appropriation for “Pay of the Navy” was then 
taken up and a strong opposition developed to the Sen- 
ate increase of $15,300,000 over the House figure. This 
would give an enlisted strength of 120,000 men as 
against the 100,000 provided for in the bill as it came 
from the House. Senator La Follette took occasion to 
resume a long speech he has been making in serial form, 
this third instalment being devoted to attacking a world- 
wide combination ‘which exists, he declared, “to urge 
continually increasing expenditures for militarism.” In 
the course of this serial plea for reduction in Navy ex- 
penditures he made charges against the “armor plate 
ring,” as he styled it, comprised, he said, of the Bethle- 
hem, the Midvale and the U.S. Steel corporations. He 
also denounced the Navy League and the American Se- 
curity League. Senator Lenroot followed with a pro- 
test against appropriating money for 120,000 men, say- 
ing “there was not the slightest excuse for maintaining 
a Navy of 120,000 in this coming fiscal year.” When 
the debate was resumed on May 24, however, and a vote 
was reached on the “Pay of the Navy” appropriation 
($154,389,285) the opposition was defeated and _ the 
strength of 120,000 men established by a vote of 45 
to 23. 

Among other appropriations recommended by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Naval Affairs and approved by the 
Senate are $25,000,000 for fuel, an increase of $7,500,- 
000 over the House estimate ; $19,603,591 for pay of the 
Marine Corps, an increase of $2,069,700, and $14,381,- 
002 for maintenance of the Quartermaster Department 
of the Marine Corps, an increase of $5,032,000. A mo- 
tion was made by Senator Lenroot to eliminate the bonus 
paid for re-enlistments in the Navy. This was rejected 
without a division. $12,810,222 was appropriated for 
the Naval Reserve Force. 

Reduction of Armament Conference Amendment. 

By a vote of 74 to 0 the Committee of the Whole on 
May 25 agreed to the Borah amendment providing for a 
three-power conference on the reduction of naval build- 
ing programs. The amendment as passed reads: “That 
the President is authorized and requested to invite the 
governments of Great Britain and Japan to send repre- 
sentatives to a conference, which shall be charged with 
the duty of promptly entering into an understanding or 
agreement by which the naval expenditures and building 
programs of each of said governments, to wit, the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan, shall be substantially 
reduced annually the next five years to such an extent 
and upon such terms as may be agreed upon, which un- 
derstanding or agreement is to be reported to the re- 
spective governments for approval.” 

Bureau of Aeronautics. 

Among the smendments agreed to on the same day 
was that providing for a Bureau of Aeronautics in the 
Navy Department, with an added proviso that the chief 
of the proposed Bureau of Aeronautics shall be an offi- 
cer with a rating as a flier and “that not to exceed 
thirty per cent. of the officers in each grade below that 
of rear admiral who fail to qualify as aircraft pilots or 
¢:s aireraft observers within one year after the date of 
th« ir detail into the Bureau of Aeronautics shall be per- 
mitted to remain detailed in this bureau: Provided fur- 
ther, That flying units or detachments, with the excep- 
tion of aircraft carriers or other vessels, shall in all cases 
be commanded by flying officers.” 
:-Senator McKellar at the session of May 25 in- 
troduced an amendment providing “That all midshipmen 
found deficient during the present or last session, and 
whose resignations were asked for and received by the 
Superintendent of the Naval Academy, if renominated to 
the Academy within sixty days from the date of the ap- 
proval of this act, shall be admitted to the Academy 
without regard to the age limit now provided by law, 
subject to other requirements as to qualifications for the 
admission of midshipmen to the Academy now required 
by law, and shall be placed in the class one year be- 
hind their former rlass.” This wag agreed to. Senator 
Kenyon’s amendment providing that no person other 
than an American citizen should hold office in the Vir- 
gin Islands and applying the income tax law to those 
islands was approved. An amendment proposed by Sena- 
tor Swanson, which would have permitted Navy officers 
with sixteen years’ active service who resign to enter 
the Reserve Corps with the rank they hold in active ser- 
vice, was defeated on a point of order raised by Senator 
Smoot. 

Senator McLean introduced an amendment to the pro- 
vision appropriating for the building program which pro- 
vided “that with the exception of submarine torpedo- 
boats and one transport, no part of this appropriation 
can be expended except on vessels now Cee con- 
structed.” This was agreed to 

"_ Senator King of Utah stirred up a sharp discussion 
by reading excerpts from newspapers and a statement 
which he said was that of an officer of the Navy, whom 
he refused to name, indicating the new battleship Ten- 
nessee was developing serious defects of machinery. He 
said the Tennessee had recently gone into Penobscot bay 
for trial runs and that the ship had developed trouble 
with motors and with’ the electric drive. He asserted 
that in spite of this the same kind of machinery was to 
be furnished the Massachusetts and a number of other 
vessels. Senator Wadsworth said he had lately beeh on 
the Tennessee and was told one of the motors burned 
out at maneuvers of Cuba, but that this had been re- 
paired. Senator Poindexter aiso insisted the defects 
had been repaired. The discussion arose in connection 
with an amendment, which probably will be adopted by 
the Senate, under which the limit of repairs which may

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Purchase of Real Estate for Army Supply Bases. 

Purchase of real estate valued at more than $4,000,000 
for Army supply bases in various sections of the country 
was proposed in a bill which the House Committee on 
Military Affairs ordered f:yvorably reported on May 26. 
The land in each case was requisitioned by the Govern- 
ment prior to July, 1919, but purchase never was au- 
thorized. Appropriations carried in the bill includes: 
For Army supply bases at Brooklyn, $1,590,000, and at 
Philadelphia, $766,000; $92,500 for the Army reserve 
depot at New Cumberland, Pa.; $225,000 for the Quar- 
termaster depot at Jeffersonville, Ind.; $100,000 for the 
Quartermaster warehouse at Baltimore ; $215,650 for the 
Ordnance depot at Pedricktown, NiJ.; $50,000 for the 
Ordnance depot at Middletown, Pa., and $174,00 for the 
Aberdeen Proving Grounds. 


Veterans’ Bureau Proposed. 

A bill proposing to abolish the War Risk Insurance 
Bureau and to substitute for it a Veterans’ Bureau in 
the Treasury Department was reported in the House on 
May 25 from the Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce by Representative Sweet of Iowa. At its 
head would be a new Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury at a salary of $10,000 a year. This differs from the 
recommendation of Charles G. Dawes, that the head of 
the Veterans’ Bureau be directly responsible to the Presi- 
dent. It disregards also the Kenyon bill creating a de- 
partment of public welfare. Mr. Sweet explained that 
there is no essential conflict, for the Veterans’ Bureau 
could easily be transferred if the new department is 
created. The central office of the buureau would be in 
Washington. 

Senate Agrees to Budget Bill. 


The Senate adopted the conference report on the 
Budget bill on May 26. As agreed to in conference the 
bill is practically the same as passed by the House and 
Senate, with the exception of two important features. 
The Senate bill provides that the Bureau of the Budget 
shall be in the Treasury Department. The House agrees 
to this location of the bureau with the modification that 
the bureau shall prepare the budget for the President 
under such rules and regulations as he may prescribe, 
and that the director of the bureau shall perform the 
administrative duties personal to the bureau under such 
rules and regulations as the President may prescribe. 
The House provision that the director and assistant di- 
rector of the budget shall be appointed by tic President 
without confirmation by the Senate was agieed to. The 
comptroller general and the assistant comptroller gen- 
eral will hold office for fifteen years; the bill provides 
for their removal at any time by joint resolution of Con- 
gress for the causes named in the bill, and that no comp- 
troller general shall serve more than one term. 


Second Deficiency Bill Passed by House. 


The Second Deficiency Appropriation bill was passed 

by the House on May 26 by a vote of 306 to 77. 
Reappointment of Navy Officers Who Resigned. 

The introduction of a bill providing for the reappoint- 
ment of Navy officers who have resigned their commis- 
sions (H.R. 6610) by Representative Depré on May 25 
meets the objection of Secretary Denby to H.R. 4977 by 
providing that officers when reappointed in their perma- 
nent grades shall take cank in the same numerical posi- 
tion from the head oi the list as occupied on date of 
resignation. The amended bill also provides that the 
officer reappointed shai! undergo examination as to his 
professional and physicai quetincations. In the opinion 
of Navy officers the bill should be further amended to 
set a time limit when applications for reappointment 
may have been filed with the Navy Department, for with- 
out such limit, it is pointed out, the way would be open 
for an officer to consult his personal advantages, resign 
and then return to the Service with little loss of prece- 
dence if he found that he was dissatisfied with his civil- 
jan engagements. [Few officers who resigned have made 
application to the Navy Department for reappointment, 
but it is evident from the inquiries on behalf of such 
officers on the part of members of Congress that a con- 
siderable number of officers have found civilian pursuits 
more or less unsatisfactory and have concluded that their 
careers lie in the Navy. “S 

War Contracts Bill Hearing. 


A bill (H.R. 3149) introduced in the 67th Congress 
by Representative Britten, worded the same as H.R. 
13706 of the last session, was considered by the Houso 
Committee on Naval Affairs May 25 and 26. It con- 
cerns settlement of certain claims of war contractors 
for losses sustained through the fault of the Government 
because of priorities and other interferences. The bill 
has the indorsement of the Secretary of the Navy. Rear 
Admiral ©. W. Parks, of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
was before the committee to explain the need for its pro- 
visions and tee-give his views and offer any recommenda- 
tions as to alterations as he might deem best. Mr. Brit- 
en, who conducted the hearings, —< that some re- 
Ver of certain contractors who did work for the Navy 
during the war is necessary, on account of a decision 
of the Comptroller of the Treasury who rules that even 
though the Government demanded the diversion of a 
contractor’s partially completed article to some other use, 
thus causing him to lose time so that he could not com- 
plete the article according to contract stipulations, he 
must be considered to have broken his contract and de- 
ductions should be made accordingly. effort was 
made by the members of the committee to determine 
what total sum would be involved to iiguidate claims 
that might arise, but neither Admiral Parks, nor his as- 





sistant was able to estimate the amount. It was 
thoasht probable that it — reach as high as §3,- 
000,000. A representative of the Electrical t Com- 


pany, which has such a claim, was present. H 
said his company had presented its claim to what was 
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known as the Baxter Board on submarine claims, and 
that in the aggregate the claims amounted to more than 
$7,000,000, which was afterwards reduced to $5,195,000, 
and later a basis of fifty-fifty loss was decided upon 
which made it a little more than $3,000,000. He said 
that just before former Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
left office he made an offer to compromise the whole 
claim, paying the claimants $1,000,000, which recom- 
mendation is now before the Navy Department. It was 
conceded that many of these claims could be paid by 
the Navy Department without special authorization by 
Congress, but where the ruling of the Comptroller of the 
Treasury is involved, as mentioned above, corrective 
legislative action would have to be taken. There seemed 
to be no sentiment among the members against allowing 
such just claims to be pajd, although some of them were 
apprehensive that the law as now worded might be 
abused by unscrupulous contractors making claims far 
in excess of what they should. The bill embraces other 
conditions whereby losses were incurred, and its purpose 
is to make settlement in all cases where a manifest in-

SHIP LAUNCHINGS. 

The U.S. scout cruiser Cincinnati, the third of this 
type to be built for the U.S. Navy, was to be launched on 
May 23, 1921, at Tacoma, Wash. Mrs. Charles E. Tu- 
dor, wife of the Director of Safety of the city of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, was to act as sponsor for this vessel, being 
designated to act as such by Hon. John Galvin, mayor 


of Cincinnatti. 

The U.S. submarine 8-49, of the First Line, was 
launched at Bridgeport, Conn., April 23, 1921, by the 
lake Torpedo Boat Company. The boat was chris- 
tened by Mrs. Joseph E. Austin, wife of Captain Austin, 
operating manager of the Lake Torpedo Boat Company. 

The U.S. destroyer tender Dobbins was launched at 
the navy yard, Philadelphia, Pa., May 5, 1921. Mrs. 
Herbert H. James, New York, granddaughter of James 
H. Dobbins, Secretary of the Navy under President 
Pierce, for whom the vessel was named, was sponsor, 
The Dobbins is a ship of 10,000 tons. 

The U.S. fuel ship Pecos was launched at the navy 
yard, Boston, April 23, 1921, being christened by Miss 
Anna S. Hubbard, of Weston, with a bottle of ginger 
ale. Before the ship left the ways there were short ad- 
dresses by Mayor Peters, Rear Admiral Herbert O. 
Dunn, U.S.N., commandant of the district, and Capt 
Elliot Snow, U.S.N., naval constructor of the yard, who 
had charge of the building of the vessel. The remarks 
were all of a complimentary character especially to the 
workmen of the yard. The keel of the vessel was laid 
June 2, 1920, and it is expected that she will be ready 
for service before the end of this year. One of the spe- 
cial features in connection with the ship is that she is 
equipped to supply ships with fuel oil while they are 
underway at sca. The Pecos will carry 2,275,500 gal- 
lons of fuel oil and 219,400 gallons of gasoline, to- 

ther with 700 tons of ammunition and general cargo.

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PROTEST CHECKS ARMY PROMOTIONS. 
Senate Committee Delays Advancemen® of Majors. 


Confirmation by the Senate of nominations of lieu- 
tenant colonels promoted to colonels on May 23 con- 
firmed the reports that the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs was yet to come to a decision relative to 
confirmation of the fifty-seven majors nominated to be 
lieutenant colonels, as noted in our issue of May 21, 
page 1025. The obstruction was due to the objections 
of Senator Capper, of Kansas, and Senator Spencer, of 
Missouri, to the promotion of Major Robert G. Peck, 
Inf., because of the protest recorded in a_ resolution 
adopted by the 35th Division Association at its last an- 
nual reunion. This division was composed of National 
Guard troops from Kansas and Missouri and at the end 
of hostilities was in command of Major Gen. Peter E. 
Traub, U.S.A. The objections of the Senators were 
based on charges made in the resolution of the 35th Di- 
vision Association that on the morning of Oct. 1, 1918; 
immediately following the withdrawal of the division 
from the front lines in the Argonne Forest, Lieut. Col. 
Robert G. Peck, the rank then held by Major Peck, made 
an inspection of the civision and that he made a “scur- 
rilous and scandalous report” to G.H.Q. as to the condi- 
tion of the division. The resolution asked the Senators 
from Kansas and Missouri “to refuse and pzevent any 
promotion being accorded the said Lieutenant Colonel 
Peck:” The committee at its session on’ May 20 went 
into the matter exhaustively, and it is understood that a 
majority of the members were disposed to approve the 
stand taken by- Senators Capper and Spencer. Both 
Senators gave notice that they would persist in their 
opposition to the promotion of this officer. No action 
was taken at this session of ihe committee, and fur- 
ther consideration was deferred until the stated meet- 
ing on May 27, when the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs again considered the protest of Senators Capper 
and Spencer. 

If the Senators persist in their opposition, all but 
three of the fifty-seven majors entitled to promotion will 
be held up. Under the provision of Sec. 24c of the Army 
Reorganization act of June 4, 1920, “vacancies in the 
grades below that of brigadier general shall be filled by 
the promotion of officers in the order in which tacy stand 
on the promotion list,” ete. Major Peck stands on the 
promotion list for the promotion which is his due, and 
the Senate’s non-action in his ease will, of course, hold 
up the confirmation of all officers below him. Since his 
name stands fourth on the list of fifty-seven nominations 
to the grade of lieutenant colonel, it will result in 
blocking the advancement of fifty-four officers. It is 
the prerogative of the Senators to inquire into the status 
of the nomitiees, to be sure, and to withhold confirma- 
tion, if that be their determination. But aside from the 
question of injustice to the officer especially in question, 
it is unjust to deny advancement of officers against whom 
no charges are presented.

NOTES OF THE AIR SERVICES. 
To Salvage Army Plane in Mezico. 


A party consisting of Lieut. Col. C. O. Thomas, 12th 
Cav.; Lieut. James H. Doolittle, Air Ser., U.S.4.; for- 
mer Colonel Barger and three Mexican guides started 
on April 28 from the headquarters of Flight A, 90th Air 
Squadron, at Del Rio, Texas, in three automobiles for 
the purpose of salvaging the airship flown into Mexico 
by Lieut. Alexander Pearson, Air Ser., U.S.A., in Feb- 
ruary, 1921, during an experimental flight in which he 
was obliged to descend in Mexico because of engine trou- 
ble. On the day of their departure from Del Rio an 
Air Service airplane was sent after the automobile party 
for the purpose of checking them up, but after penctrat- 
ing Mexico about 110 miles, just after passing the Sie- 
bolo mountains, a connecting rod broke and the machine 
was forced to land. The airplane and party were found 
the next day by airplanes from Rio. Two motor cars, 
a pack train, three escort wagons, under command of 
Capt. R. N. Atwell, U.S.A., with four Air Service me- 
chanics and former Colonel Barger as guide, left Del 
Rio to salvage the two airplanes in Mexico. A new 
motor was installed in the 1 Rio ship and it was 
flown back to its airdrome, arriving May 7, while the 
other relief airplane flew on to Lieutenant Pearson’s 
machine, which, it was expected, would be flown out of 
the Mexican mountains about the middle of May, says 
a communication from Lieut. Lewis A. Dayton, Air Ser., 
U.S.A., stationed at Del Rio. Much credit is due the 
Thomas expediticn for its perseverance. The personnel 
was compelled to do without food or water at times 
while crossing desert stretches. By means of D.R. sig- 
nals their wants were made known to the Air Service 
machines from Del Rio and canteens of water, food and 
even ice were dropped to them.

National Free Balloon Race. 


Lieut. Col. Frank P, Lahm, Air Ser.; Major Oscar 
Westover, chief of balloon and airship division, Air Ser., 
U.S.A.: Lieut. Comdr. Louis J. Roth and Lieut. H. E. 
Halland, U.S.N., who are on duty at the naval air sta- 
tion, Pensacola, Fla., were entrants of the Services in the 
free balloon race which started from North Birming- 
ham, Ala., on May 21, the race being under the auspices 
of the Aero Club of America. Eight balloons in all made 
a start. Colonel Lahm was the winner of the first in- 
ternational Gordon Bennett race, which took place in 
France. The national free balloon race of last year also 
started from North Birmingham, on Sept. 25. In the 
race which started on May 21, with Colonel Lahm and 
Major Westover in the Army balloon, the officers were 
forced to descend because of weather conditions, at 
Columbia, Ky., on the morning of May 22. Commander 
Roth and Lieutenant Halland in the Navy balloon 
descended at Lewisburg, Tenn., on the same day. 
all of the nine entrants have landed. First place 
went to a civilian, Ralph H. Upson, piloting the entry 
from St. Louis, Mo., according to unofficial announce- 
ments, having traveled 400 miles. The time occupied 
by each balloon in its flight has not yet been made 
publie. 





Capt. H. M. Smith Injured in Flight. 


The-engine of an airplane in which Capt. Harry M. 
Smith and Sergt. John White, Air Ser., U.S.A., were 
flying over Roosevelt Field, Long Island, N.Y., on May 
18 developed trouble while at an_ altitude, of fifty feet 
and caused it to crash. The machine was wrecked, but 
it. was found after the men were extricated that Captain 
Smith had sustained a fracture of the left leg and several 
euts about the face and body, while Sergeant White 
escaped with a few cuts and bruises. Captain Smith 
was taken to the station hospital at Mitchel Field. 


Effectiveness of Airplanes in Naval Warfare, 


Comdr. Leland F. James, jr., U.S.N., in a communica- 
tion to the New York Times, observes that “it was found 
during the World War that airplanes were a great help 
in directing the movements of an attacking army, but as 
yet they have not demonstrated their effectiveness in 
naval warfare. ‘here are some who say that it is an 
easy matter for an airplane to drop a bomb on the deck 
of an enemy warship. If this is true. then the battleship 
will have to drop out as a factor in future naval battles, 
and the airplane will take its place, but it is an open 
gucstion as to whether all the promising things said of 
the airplane are true. After powder and bullets were in- 
vented the fighters «<!4 away with their coat of armor, 
and it may be that with the great development of the air- 
plane it will mean the passing of the battleship, but it 
has yet to be proved airplanes will supplant battleships 
as tbe nations’ first line of defense.” 


Delay in Completing Dirigible R-38. 


Owing to delays in the building of the dirigible R-38 
by the British Air Ministry there appears to be little 
prospect of that airship beimg completed in time to be 
sailed to the United States this year, says a copyrighted 
dispatch to the Philadelphia Public Ledger from Lon- 
don, dated May 21. This dispatch adds that under per- 
suasion from the Navy Department the Air Ministry 
© ‘ered bonuses to the workmen building the R-38 “if 
they finish it in time for the flight to be made this sum- 
mer.” It is also stated that “the first offer was for 
extra money if the ship was completed the first week in 
June, but that never will be paid, as it is impossible to 
prepare her for trials by that time. It is planned now to 
make one more offer if the craft is finished by a date yet 
to be decided upon, but that will be the last, as it obvi- 
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ously is useless to continue an extension of time on such 
a@ proposition.”

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NAVAL RESERVE FORCE ACTIVITIES. 
Retainer Pay and Advancements in Rating. 

Immediate commanding officers of Naval Reservists 
have been directed by the Navy Department to instruct 
enrolled Reservists as to retainer pay and advancements 
in rating. Commanding officers are required to insist 
upon. Reservists obtaining direct from district headquar- 
ters such information as date of discharge, method of 
procuring discharge, how to re-enroll, and why retainer 
pay is checked for failure to maintain efficiency. Officers 
are to be instructed that advancement of an enrolled man 
to an officer does not constitute a new enrolment. 

Temporary Changes of Address Inadvisable. 

In connection with retainer pay of Reservists com- 
mandants of naval districts and commanding officers are 
directed to instruct. Reservists to reduce all changes of 
address to a minimum, for the reason that it is better 
to risk a short delay in correspondence by having it 
forwarded from a permanent address, than have records, 
account cards, etc., changed. . All permanent changes of 
address should reach the Navy Allotment Office at least 
fifteen days prior to the end of any pay period. Re- 
servists should ascertain from the commandant of their 
naval district whether they have been confirmed. If 
the record shows confirmation and no retainer pay has 
been received, and the Reservist is not being checked 
for failure to maintain efficiency, inquiry should be made 
whether a voucher has reached the Allotment Office be- 
fore another one is sent. Date for account youchers 
should be taken direct from service records instead of 
from other records which may contain errors in copying. 


Delay in Correspondence. 

The Bureau of Navigation states it receives many 
letters from Reserve officers and commandants regard- 
ing the status of such officers, and in a great many in- 
stances there is a considerable delay in reply. ‘This is 
due to the fact that each case must be investigated in- 
dividually, and on account of the shortage of clerical 
force in the Reserve division. Reserve officers are re- 
quested to be patient and rest assured that their letters 
will be answered as soon as practicable and action taken 
on all cases as fast as the conditions will permit. 


Confirmation and Retainer Pay. 

Upon the recommendation of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion the following clause has been inserted in the Naval 
Appropriation bill now pending in Congress: “Members 
of thé Naval Reserve Force, other than officers, upon 
enrolment shall be confirmed in the lowest rank or rate 
of their respective branches of the Service.” It is de- 
sirable that this provision be enacted into law for the 
reason that, according to the present Navy Regulations, 
a newly cnrolled member of the Naval Reserve Force 
cannot be confirmed until he has served three months at 
sea, and he is not given amy retainer pay beyond $1 a 
month until he is confirmed. It is entirely possible 
that under present law a man could perform annually 
his thirty-six drills or more, and annually go on a fifteen- 
day cruise, usually the limit of his vacation, and not be 
entitled to draw confirmed retainer pay during any por- 
tion of his four-year enrolment. The Navy is compet- 
ing for enrolments with the National Guard, and a man 
in the National Guard draws retainer pay under the 
guise of duty pay immediately he begins to prform drills. 

It is pointed out that in case a man is enrolled and 
is immediately confirmed in some grade, however low, 
he does not necessarily draw retainer pay unless he per- 
forms the duty prescribed for the maintenance of effi- 
ciency, as it is within the province of the Secretary of 
the Navy to withhold retainer pay unless he performs 
this duty; in other words, the enactment of this legisla- 
tion entails no additional expense upon the Government 
unless the man performs duty. This legislation in prin- 
ciple has received the approval of the Navy Department. 
In view of the provisions of the act of Aug. 29, 1916, 
governing enrolment and confirmation, it is believed new 
legislation is necessary to the effect that members of the 
N.R F. be confirmed in the rank or rating in which they 
enroll, thereby enabling them to draw retainer pay. ‘ 


Transfer of Classes 3 and 4 to Class 2. 


Commandants of all naval districts were authorized 
by the Bureau of Navigation on May 14 to transfer offi- 
cers of Classes 3 and 4 to Class 2 of the Naval Reserve 
Force, in accordance with the plan to abolish the third 
and fourth oe Absorption in Class 2 will be 
as directed by the Bureau of Navigation. A Class 4 
officer of at least three months’ active service as a com- 
missioned officer on board combatant ships of the Navy, 
or six months’ active service on district vessels, whose 
record is satisfactory, will be considered for transfer to 
Class 2 without professional examination, upon receipt 
of his application for transfer. A Class 3 officer of sim- 
ilar duty status, except that his six months’ active ser- 
vice shall have been ow an armed vessel under Navy 
jurisdiction, will be considered for transfer to Class 2 
without professional examination upon receipt of his ap- 
plication, provided he is not now and does not intend to 
follow the sea in the merchant marine. A confirmed 
Class 3 officer upon transfer will be carried in a pro- 
aisional rank corresponding to the’ present temporary 
rank of the running mate assigned to him and will be 
considered for confirmation in the permanent rank held 
by his running mate in the Navy. His confirm-7 com- 
mission in Class 8 will be revoked from the date -pre- 
ceding date of transfer fo Class 2. No Officer will be 
transferred to Class 2 who has not been recommended by 
his commbnding officer or the commandant of the naval 
district in which he resides, and unless he certifies that 
it is his intention to perform the necessary active train- 
ing duty and attend the required drills to maintain effi- 
ciency in the Naval Reserve; and provided that such 
officer shall not be above the age limit for his rank. The 
re-enrollment of Class 3 and Class 4 officers who are eli- 
— for transfer to Class 2 will be authorized in Class 
2 upon the termination of their current enrollments. 
The re-enrollment of officers who have had less than 
three months’ active duty as commissioned officers on 
combatant ships will be authorized if they are recom- 
mended by the commandant, provided their records are 
satisfactory in every respect, but they will not be eon- 
sidered for confirmation until the required sea service is 
completed. Only those officers in Class 8 who do not in- 
tend to follow the sea in the merchant marine will be 
transferred to or re-enrolled in Class 2. It is the desire 
of the Bureau of Navigation that all officers who are tak- 
ing an active interest in the Navy and the organization 
of the Naval Reserve Force be allowed to re-enroll if 
otherwise eligible. 

Central Bureau of Publicity and Morale. 

The Bureau of Navigation has established a central 
bureau of publicity and morale for the Naval Reserve 
Force at Chicago. That city was selected because it is 
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the center of a district having ‘the greatest“ namber of 
Reserve officers. The bureau will be under the direction 
of the officer in ch of the central recruiting inspec- 
tor’s office, and it will act as a clearing house for Re- 
serve Force publicity and service -publications, orders, 
circulars, ete. It is hoped that it will afford a medium 
for the comparison of ideas and methods of. stimulating 
interest in the Reserve Force so all may profit through 
the experience of brother officers in the Force.

NOTES OF NAVY PERSONNEL. 
Rear Admiral William R. Stitt, Surgeon General of 
the Navy, has been appointed director of the Columbia 
Hospital for Women at Washington, D.C., by the Dis- 


trict Commissioners. 
tear Admiral W. H. G. Bullard, U.S.N., Chief of the 


Communications Division, Bureau of Naval Operations, 
gave an interview to the Washington correspondent of 
the New York Times on May 25 regarding the phenomena 
of the recent appearance of the sun spot aurora in con- 
nection with naval radio communications ashore and 
afloat. The feature of this sun spot aurora, in this con- 
nection, was that while it seriously interfered with tele- 
graphic and telephonic communication throughout the 
United States on the night of May 14 and damaged 
cable apparatus, the Navy’s wireless was not affected in 
the slightest degree. 

The leading article in Yachting for May is “American 
Armed Yachts in the War Zone,” a personal narrative 
by Comdr. Archibald Stirling, U.S.N., who was the 
commanding officer of the converted yacht Harvard. In 
this opening article of Commannder Stirling’s account of 
the work of the American patrol off the French coast he 
says that “from July 15, 1917, to July 4, 1918, in all 
the convoys in which the Harvard participated, number- 
ing about 2,500 vessels, only two ships were lost and 
none of these while under exclusive American protec- 
tion.” On his one trip to Paris, shortly after the Har- 
vard arrived at Brest, Commander Stirling went out to 
the front in a Red Cross car. “Each time the car 
stopped,” he writes, “a crowd gathered . . . and 
wanted to know how many American troops had landed 
and how many were coming. The crowds were all so 
cheered up at what we told them that by the last stop 
we had promised 10,000,000 troops in a year.” 

Royal Visitors Call an Admiral Niblack. 

The visit of the Crown Prince of Japan to Vice Ad- 
miral Albert P. Niblack, U.S.N., commander of the U.S. 
naval forces operating in in European waters, on boaré 
the U.S.S. Pittsburgh in the port of Gibraltar April 30, 
is noted in The Salvo, organ of the ship. The visit was 
for the purpose of returning that of Admiral Niblack. 
The Prince, in the uniform of a lieutenant commander 
in the Japanese navy, was accompanied by several Japa- 
nese army and navy officers of high rank. After the full 
honors had been accorded the Prince and his suite pro- 
ceeded to Admiral Niblack’s cabin, where the party re- 
mained about twenty minutes,” As the royal barge left 
the ship, which was full dressed, with the Japanese en- 
sign flying at the main,“a salute of twenty-one guns 
was fired. The Salvo adds that the Duke of Con- 
naught visited the Pittsburgh» while it was at Ville 
franche, France, on April 20, and took tea wtih Ad- 
miral Niblack. Another visitor on the same occasion 
was Lady Ward, daughter of the late Whitelaw Reid, 
formerly American Ambassador to England. The Salvo 
adds: “During the World. War. Lady. Ward and. her 
mother were very active in the American Y.M.C.A. 
work in London.. They are both remembered with great 
pleasure by the hundreds of U.S. Navy men who visited 
the Eagle hut in the —— section of London. We are 
getting to be quite a nice size Navy community. At 
present there are five officers’ wives here, Mrs. Niblack 
Mrs. Dunn, Mrs. Baker, Mrs. Antrobus and Mrs. Mat- 
thews.

Comdr. Davis May Drill for Oil. 

The application of Comdr. Cleland Davis, U.S.N., re- 
tired, whose home is at Coytesville, N.J., to the New 
Jersey State rd ree and Navigation for 
rights along the Jersey shore of the Hudson river at 
Edgewater, immediately across the river from New York 
city, so that he may be enabled to bore for oil, was con- 
sidered on May 16, according to a dispatch from Tren- 
ton, N.J., to the New York Times. Commander Davis 
says he has noticed oil films on the river at Edgewater 
which he believes come from some underground petro- 
leum stream. Counsel for the board has conferred with 
counsel for Commander Davis. The former reported to 
the board on the date mentioned that it has the power to 
lease land or grant it outright to Commander Davis, al- 
though under the law the upland owners of the water- 
front property have prior rights, but they must exer- 
cise their claims within six. months from the date of ap- 
plication filed with the board.

Various NAVAL ITEMS. 
The battleship New Hampshire was placed out of 


commission at the navy yard, Philadelphia, May 21. 

The headquarters of the 3d Naval District has been 
moved to South Ferry Building, Whitehall and South 
streets, New York city, N.Y. 

The U.S. battleship California at Mare Island, Calif., 
is expected to ge into commission on Aug. 15. Capt. H. 
J. Ziegemeier, now on duty with the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, is to command.. Meanwhile Comdr. W. A. 
Smead, her executive officer, is in charge of the ship's 
outfitting. 


“New Navy Honorable Discharge Certificate. 


The new honorable discharge certificate which is now 
being distributed to ships and stations by the Bureau 
of Navigation is handsomely engraved and pfinted on 
heavy paper of parchment texture. Its striking feature 
is a reproduction of an engraving of the new type of 
battleship, the lettering being in Old English and script. 
A feature of the new certificate is the blanks on the 
reverse side allowing notations of service performed, the 
vessels, stations and service included, also campaigns 
and engagements in which the sailor participated. 


Travel Allowance for Enlisted Men. 


In accordance with a recent decision of the Comp: 
troller of the Treasury the Navy Department it is an- 
nounced that supply officers will pay men discharged 
under honorable conditions who served in the Navy be- 
tween April 6, 1917, and March 3, 1921, five cents pe 
mile travel allowance from place of discharge to home 
or place of enlistment at the man’s option. 


Submarine Division One. 


Submarine Division One, based on Coco Solo, C.Z., 
composed of O-11, O-12, O-13, O-14, O-15, O-16 and 
R-26, and the U.S.S. Sciota as tender, arrived at 
Guayaquil, Ecuador, May 21, for a seven days’ visit. It 
will visit Callao, Peru, on June 2 and leave on June 9 
for long and short range battle practice in the Pacific. 
On June 20 it will pass through the Panama Canal, re- 
turning to its home port, Coco Solo. 


Submarine R-14 Under Sails. 


A knowledge of the use of sails came in very handy 
to the U.S. submarine R-14, under command of Lieut. 
Alexander D. Douglas, U.S.N., when her fuel oil gave 
out when she was 150 miles from Hilo, Hawaii, on May 
10. The submarine arrived at Hilo May 16 and made 
an odd appearance. She had sails made of hammocks 
and mattresses, held aloft on masts and yards made from 
steel bunk rods. The R-14 had been searching for the 
lost Navy tug Conestoga. 


U.S.S. Tennessee Makes Records in Test. 


At the Navy Department great satisfaction is ex- 
pressed over the records made by the U.S. battleship 
Tennessee, Capt. Richard” H. Leigh, in the recent steam- 
ing tests off the coast of Maine. This feeling of elation 
is heightened because of the severad previous machinery 
mishaps experienced since the ship went into -commis- 
sion, and the tests indicated that the causes for these 
mishaps have been wholly overcome. The facility with 
which the Tennessee was handled was remarkable and 
she broke all Navy records in stopping and reversing in 
less than three minutes. Not only did the Tennessee 
slightly exceed requirements of twenty-one knots in her 
full power trials, but fulfilled every guarantee in tests 
under reduced power and in the economy of her elec- 
trical equipment. The trials were conducted under the 
Board of Inspection and Survey, of which Rear Admiral 
G. W. Kline, U.S.N., is president. 


Naval Station Returned to New York City. 


The Bay ‘Ridge Naval Station, Brooklyn, N.Y., was 
returned to the municipal authorities of the city of New 
York on May .21. The formal notice of the retransfer 
was.sent to Park Commissioner Harman, of the Borough 
of Brooklyn, by Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roose- 
velt. This station, which was built solely for the war 
emergency cost the Government about $3,500,000 for 
buildings, etc., and these will be used by the Brooklyn 
Park Department .as shelters and recreation centers in 
various parks. The Navy Department is to vacate the 
property by June 15.

UrsceE PRESERVATION oF U.S.S. Hartrorp. 

Rear Admirals Colby M. Chester, Charles E. Clark, 
John C. Watson, William H. Whiting, Charles D. Sigs- 
bee and George H. Wadleigh, U.S.N., retired, have signed 
a-memorial which has been presented to Secretary of 
the Navy Denby urging that the Secretary take steps 
toward the preservation of Admiral Farragut’s famous 
old flagship, the U.S.S. Hartford. ‘These six rear ad- 
mirals fought under Admiral Farragut on the mem- 
orable “August morning in Mobile Bay.’ The ship is 
resting on’the bottom in Charleston harbor and is show- 
ing signs of disintegration because of neglect. The me- 
morial presented to the Secretary reads, in part as fol- 
lows: “We learn with deepest pain that the mud of the 
harbor is working its way through the old Hartf0rd’s 
ribs of oak. But we are reHeved to know that $10,000 
of the now available naval funds will dock and send her 
to Norfolk, Va., whence, at a more propitious time, she 
may be transferred to Washington, given: perpetual care 
and made a ‘peace. monument.’” Secretary Denby indi- 
cated that he would. act upon the petition of the six rear 
admirals at an early date.

PRESIDENT HARDING REVIEWS THE 23 





D N.Y 


One of the greatest National Guard events seen in the Bor 
ough of Brooklyn, N.Y., was the visit there of President Warren 
G. Harding on the afternoon of May 23 to review the 23d Im 
fantry, N.Y.N.G., in its armory, under command of Col. Thomas 
Fairservis. The streets in Brocklyn along which the President 
and his party were conveyed in automopiles were lined with 


cheering people, among them some 250,000 school children, who 
stood bravely in a heayy rain tor a good part of the time to 


greet Mr. Harding. In reviewing the 23d Infantry President 
Harding honored one of New York's best regiments, which per 
petitiates the famous 106th Infantry, U.S.A., which fought with 


such valor in France and which was originally organized from 
the old 23d Infantry, when the United States entered the World 
War. Quite a number of former officers of the 106th have 
joined the new 23d, and some of the old men of the 106th have 
also entered its ranks. The 23d made a splendid appearance in 
every respect, and the President and his party, prominent mili 
tary -men and distingttished citizens present, as well as the 
large audience in general which crammed every inch of space 
in the armory, were all deeply impressed. Enthusiasm for 
Mr. Harding and the regiment was boiling over. The police 
and secret service arrangements were all admirably carried out, 
as were all the arrangements made by Colonel Fairservis and 
his officers in the armory, and no untoward incident of any 
kind marred the historical and impressive review. 

At the armory the President was met by Colonel Fairservis, 
and he was received with all the honors due his office, includ- 
ing the sounding of four ruffles by the Field Music Mr, 
Harding's party included Mrs. Harding; Lieut. Col. C. OQ. 
Sherriil, U.S.A., his military aid; Comdr. Ralston S. Holmes, 
J.8. commanding the Mayflower; Secretary of War John 
W. Weeks; Baron De Cartier, of Belgium; George B. Chris- 
tian, jr., the President's secretary; Senators Harry S. New, 
P. Knox, W. H. Calder and W. E. Edge, and Brig. Gen. O. E. 
Sawyer, the President's physician. After the luncheon the 
President and his party were personally introduced to the 500 
luncheon guests, and then went te the reviewing box in the drill 
hall, where he was received with great applause. For ‘the re- 
view the regiment was equalized by Capt. G@. R: Dunspaugh, 
the regimental adjutant, into twelve companies. of rifles of 
twenty-four files front, and in addition paraded a headquarters 
company, howitzer company; sanitary detachment and service 
company. Formed in-line of masses the 23d presented a fine 
appearance. The Ist Battalion was under Major J. P. Cooke, 
2d-under Major R. Ireland, and 3d under Major L. C. Brennan. 
As Colonel Fairservis reported the regiment to the President 
and began to escort him in thé inspection of the lines there was 
continued applause. Several men among the fifty-two wounded 
veterans of the 106th Infantry, for whom Colonel Fairservis 
had thoughtfully provided seats, waved their crutches in the 
air as the President passed. Later Mr. Harding went over to 
the veterans,. who are still being treated in the Fox Hills 
Hospital, and gave them a special greeting. The review, it is 
interesting to note, was held on the anniversary of the arrival 
of the 106th Infantry in France. 

The regiment maintained great steadiness. In the passage 
the companies preserved fine fronts. The President at the re- 
viewing point stood with soldicrly dignity, well becoming his 
office as Commander-in-Chief of the Military and Naval Forces 
of the United States. Following the review Colonel Fairservis 
ordered bayonets fixed and then put the regiment through «a 
driil in movements in mass, executed in quick succession and 
winning rounds of applause as the regiment passed from one 
formation to another. One of the most striking movements was 
marching in mass in line of battalions, in columns of squads, 
It was a very effcctive drill, and Mr. Harding displayed great 
interest. At the conclusion he made a brief address, saying 
that he had been greatly impressed with the display of the regi- 
ment. He spoke of the sad sight of 5,000 dead soldiers on the 
great piers at Hoboken, and of the great outpouring of the chil- 
dren on the streets to greet him. “If I were a resident of 
Brooklyn,” said Mr. Harding, “indeed as a resident and citl- 
zen of the Republic, I join you in pride in the history 
in the achievement of the present condition of the 23d Regiment. 
The great boast that is yours is that you made a very great 
offering in the conflict for preserved civilization, and are still 
a well organized unit to-day, ready to serve your country when 
oceasion demands. I hope you will never be called." A num- 
ber of spotlights were used in the armory, being centered at 
different times on the President and other distinguished guests 
as they entered the drill hell.

J. Robb, N.Y.N.G.; Lieutenant Governor Wood, of New York; 
Col. and Mrs. Fairservis, and members of the President's party.

f. M. Whiting, U.S.N.; Major Gen. 
. C. I. De Bevoise, 
H. 8. Borden, N.J.N.G.; Cols. 
George D. Moore, C. R. Lloyd and G. B. Pond, U.S.A., and 
J. J. Byrne, Charles E. Warren, J. F. Daniell, L. J. Prager, 
W. A. Taylor and Sydney Grant, N.Y.N.G.; Police Commissioner

INQUIRER asks: I was in National Guard as enlisted man 
and officer, being commissioned in Regular Establishment while 
serving in N.G. in Federal Service. In March, 1919, I would 
have been entitled to first fogey had I remained in ‘the N.G., 
but this was given up when I took commission in Regular 
Army April 2, 1917. I was made an emergency captain in 
May, 1919, which commission I held until June 80, 1920. I 
have been told by an officer that I was entitled to longevity pay 
during the time I held the emergency commission. Is this 
so? Answer: From your acceptance of Regular Army commis- 
sion in 1917, notwithstanding your service .as captain, tempo- 
rary, under emergency commission 1919-20, you have continued 
to be an officer of the Regular Army, and as such could not 
count your pre-war National Guard service toward longevity. 
You were not in 1919-20 an officer of an emergency force, but 
a Regular officer in an emergency rank. See in connection 
with this the “Longevity” section of the Army Appropriation 
act of July 9, 1918 (Bulletin 43, 1918). 

J. R. D. asks: A first lieutenant commands my detachment 
and the highest N.C.O. is staff sergeant, who signs orders, etc., 
assigning men to duty, appointing post barbers, etc. Has this 
ever been the custom in the U.S. Army? Can the commander 
give any such authority? Answer: We presume that you are 
on duty with a small detachment, and that the staff sergeant 
is acting as first sergeant. In this case it would be perfectly 
proper for the staff sergeant to sign the roster, making details, 
etc. The C.O. of a company or detachment almost invariably 
leaves such matters to the first sergeant, as it is a part of his 
duties. He is the right-hand man of the In regard to 
the appointment of post barbers, the staff sergeant for “‘in- 
formation,”” we presume, probably posted the fact that certain 
privates would serve as post barbers, an assignment that carries 
no extra pay, and it is perfectly proper for a first sergeant, 
or non-com. acting as such, to sign such a detail or assignment 
on the roster. If a first sergeant or acting first sergeant went 
beyond his authority in making details or signing papers, he 
would soon hear from it. Pars. 24 and 25; Manual of Guard 
Duty, U.S. Army, 1914, will give you some information about 
the duties of the first sergeant.
